OPEN AIR AMUSEMENTS IN AMERICA 


It is fitting that in an issue devoted to open-air amusements, and in 
hich there appear articles and treatises contributed by the best known 
suthorities and most facile writers on the subject of outdoor amuse- 
nents, we should say something editorially regarding this great field of 
cnterprise, 

Outdoor amusements, as we know them, are indigenous to the United 
States. Fairs they have in England and France and in Germany, but 
their fairs are practically devoid of show features, being devoted almost 
exclusively to agricultural interests. 

The English amusement park, and the amusement parks of France 
ind Germany are rather tame affairs compared to our Luna Parks, 
Dreamlands and White Cities. America is a country of open places, 
ind we are essentially a people who love our amusements in the open 
vir. Our rich are not sportsmen as they are in Europe, for the rich 
iuan of America is not the man of leisure. He is usually the individual 
who has devoted his life to building up the business upon which his 
tortune is based. If he inherited his wealth, it came fron an ancestor 
who was busy, and he handed down the spirit of industry to his heirs. 
‘the American man of wealth mingles with the small shopkeeper and 
respectable widdle classes at the summer amusement resort, whether it 
he park, exposition or circus. This universal patronage is the basis 
upon which the tremendous plan of American outdoor amusements has 
heen founded. 

We have hundreds of amusement parks in the United States, costing 
eich not less than from $1,000 to $500,000. There are, furthermore, 1 
number of parks costing more than $1,000,000. Every attraction at 
«ne of these parks is made as elaborate as money and. ingenuity are 
capable of compassing. To the European visitor making his first excur- 
“ion to Coney Island, N. Y., the magnificent array of costly amusement 
devices is a warvelously strange and unwonted sight. He may be famil- 
‘ar with all the best there is in the way of amusements in his native 
iand, but he has never seen that which will even approach the magnificent 
devices and amusements at this nucleus of all American amusement 
resorts. 


He may next visit one of our big circuses, which he has possibly not 
ed any chance of seeing upon its visit to his country, If so, it is just 


_whatever you will. At any rate, it is a spirit that doesn’t prevail on the 


cther side of either ocean. For instance, there is in England no annual 


event of such importance and so universally attended as the Canadian 
National Exposition; while in the United States, our annual State fairs

Springheld, Ill, and Dallas, Texas, are unequaled in extent and at- 
tendance anywhere, except at the Toronto Exposition mentioned above. 

Half a dozen years ago, the carni\ al business, an exotis from France, 
was among the most important of our open-air amusements. But the 
carnival business waned, probably through abuses by unscrupulous pro- 
moters engaged in the enterprise. There are a few carnival companies 
still in America. The offenders of public taste and professional pro- 
priety have been exterminated, and the carnival business today is an 
important, honorable and respected factor of our summer amusements. 


Aviation is the youngest me nber of the open-air amuse nent family, 
Lut it’s a very lusty child, and its growth promises to be sure and rapid. 
Its development is evident almost from day to day. The representation 
of the aviation form of amusement in this issue indicates the degree 
of importance which we predict for it in the amusement field. The 
Billboard is the first paper to recognize aviation as an amusement, just 
as it was the first to recognize the carnival and the motiwn picture. 

There promises to be a tremendous revival of ice skating during the 


coming summer months. An outline of our idea of its growth and im- 


portance will be found in an article published in this issue.

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N_ discussing the possibilities 
of ice skating as a form of 
amusement, we shall not en- 
deavor to give a detailed his- 

tory of skating; not will it be practicable 
herein to mention all of the numerous 
skaters who have popularized the sport. 
Therefore merely a brief outline of what 
has already been done in this prolific 
field of amusement endeavor will be the 
subject of this dissertation. Before 
considering, however, to what degree of 
popularity ice skating has attained, or 
how far it may hope to ultimately de- 
velop, a word or two in regard the be- 
ginning of skating will not be amiss. 

A thousand years ago ice skating was 
practiced by the Swedes, Dutch, and 
Norse. Rude skates of bone and wood 
were the primitive modes of navigation 
in the Northern climate, where for ten 
months in the year the inhabitants of 
these regions were snow and ice bound. 
The sled, too, was an indispensable arti- 
cle in the daily lives of these sturdy 
dwellers of the frozen North. While 
comparatively little is known of the his- 
tory of skating as a pleasure, it has been 
mentioned many times in_ literature. 
Goethe, Herder, and other Teutonic 
poets have referred to skating. Its first 
introduction into the continental coun- 
tries of Europe was probably made by 
sailors. Long before roller skating was 
contemplated in Arrerica ice skating was 
a favorite sport with all classes and ages, 
and when the little wheels first were in- 
troduced no thought that large and com- 
modious rinks would ever be used en- 
tered the minds of the people. While 
roller skates evoluted from the ice skate, 
the ice palace was not contemplated un- 
til many years after the first roller rink 


ture theatre and _ nickelodeon, roller 
skating enjoyed a vogue notable for its 
popularity. While at present roller 
skating still enjoys a creditable standing, 
perhaps in some localities even more now 
than ever, the sport has, taken as a 
whole, been only sporadically successful. 
The ever fickle public has been toward 
skating as changeable as to other forms 
of recreation, even more so, perhaps. 
Ice skating is at present enjoying a 
revival. Several new ice palaces have 
been constructed within the past year or 
two, and the older ones are receiving 
more patronage than formerly. The 
high cost of constructing an ice rink, and 
the chameleon tastes of the public are 
responsible for the scarcity of ice palaces 
in America. The initial expenditure 
necessary for the equip:ent of an ice 
rink is several times greater than the cost 
of constructing a roller rink. It is es- 
timated that the freezing machinery nec- 
essary in the former can not be installe | 
for less than $30,000, and that a per- 
fectly equipped ice rink will cost in the 
neighborhood of $50,000. The size of 
the skating surface naturally governs the 
cost of equipment; however, little extra 
expense is added in maintenance if the 
rink be large. It is the freezing appara- 
tus which takes the capital. Consider- 
ing, therefore, the large amount of 
money necessary to begin operations, it 
is little wonder that amusement promo- 
tors have been heretofore extremely cau- 
tious. However, in cities were ice rinks 
have been installed and the proper man- 
agement carried on, little complaint has 
been voiced; on the contrary, in several 
cases the builders have been more than 
satisfied with their investment. It is

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HERE is probably no subject 
upon which the public have

UTRIVALING IN spectacular 
interest any other entertain- 
ment feature, and lending, as it 
does, an educational tone to 

exhibitions, the aeroplane is easily one 

of the most important factors in the 
amusement world, in which it has played 

a part only a little more than a year. 
The introduction of the aeroplane as 

an amusement feature in America dates 
back to October, 1909, when flights 
were made at New York City by Wil- 
bur Wright and Glenn H. Curtiss in con- 
nection with the Hudson-Fulton celebra- 
tion, during the progress of which Mr. 
Wright announced that he would not 
enter the exhibition field, while Mr. Cur- 
tiss received and accepted some of his 
first big offers to make public flights. 
Need of funds with which to carry on 
extensive experiments for the develop- 
ment of the aeroplane along practical 
lines, influenced Mr. Curtiss in his de- 
cision to enter the amusement field, and 
the success of the flying machine as an 
entertainment feature is responsible for 
much of the advancement that has been 
made. 

The New York flights were watched al- 
most with amazement by crowds which, 
it has been estimated, contained more 
than a half million persons. At that 
time Mr. Curtiss was a national hero, 
having just returned from France, where 
he had won for the Aero Club of Amer- 
ica the first international race, bringing 
to this country the Gordon Bennett cup. 
Ever since that time there has been a 
growing denand for the appearance of 
Mr. Curtiss personally and for flights 
by his machines before the American 
public. To meet the demand it became 
necessary for other aviators to be put 
into the field, and Curtiss instructed a 
number of pupils in the manipulation of 
his ~achine, among them being J. A. D. 
McCurdy and Eugene B. Ely, two of the 
most widely known aviators in the world. 
Besides these, James J. Ward, Lincoln 
Beachy and Augustus Post number 
among the later Curtiss pupils giving 
public flights under his direction. 

In January, 1910, the first big aero- 
plane meet in America was held at Los 


Angeles, Cal., creating widespread inter- 
est. Attendance in a single day reached 
100,000, and the meet was one of the 
most profitable of amusement enterprises. 
At this meet, a number of aviators par- 
ticipated and it was not until some time 
later that it was conclusively shown that 
yvne good aviator with a good aeroplane 
would prove a valuable attraction in con- 
nection with fairs, carnivals, conventions, 
and local celebrations, although for the 
more pretentious meets and celebrations 
a number of flyers were, of course, neces- 
Sary. 
With public interest in the aeroplane 
intensified by the glowing newspaper ac- 
counts of these early flights, the fair or 
carnival that advertised flying events as 
an attraction was certain of swelling its 
receipts. Besides, the fairs, aero clubs, 
newspapers and local promoters have 
profited by the popularity of aviation, 
and charitable institutions have been en- 
riched by proceeds of aeroplane exhibi- 
tions held under the management of trol- 
ley companies and boards of trades. 
There is scarcely a State in the Union 
in which the aeroplane has not been used 
as an attraction for State and county fairs 
during the past year, with such success 
that many associations are already book- 
ing aviators for the coning season. The 
value of the attraction is limited only by 
the nature of the grounds, and this is one 
of the chief difficulties with which the 
flying men have had to contend. Glenn 
H. Curtiss, speaking on this part of the 
exhibition business, said: 

“It has been hard to educate the peo- 
ple to the fact that we can’t fly any old 
place. One who has never seen a fly- 
ing machine might think any little open 
place is suitable because the idea is that 
the place for a flying machine is in the 
air. You stand in the middle of a half 
acre lot, and even if it is surrounded by 
trees, you might look straight up and 
think that you couldn't find a better place 
to fly than up there. However, we must 
have a place to start and a place to land. 
The public is learning now that we can’t 
go straight up like a hot-air balloon.” 

In recognition of this fact, many fairs 
and parks have cleared spaces especially

HERE are’ remarkably few 
sciences whose appliances in 
action constitute an amuse- 
ment. Perhaps the greatest of 

all scientific machines in its ability to 
amuse, to instruct, and to advance the 
interests of the people is the modern 
aeroplane. Young as is this child, and 
though we are still in the kindergarten 
of progress with it, the present status of 
the aeroplane, based on its performances 
in the hands of competent operators in 
the past two years, demonstrates that it 
has the most wonderful future of any 
vehicle ever invented. 

The automobile is necessarily limited 
to roads and it does its best work only 
on fine highways. The motor boat and 
the steamship have each their respective 
spheres of usefulness, but are very re- 
stricted so far as universal travel is con- 
cerned. The railroad train is essentially 
limited to the steel ribbons of its right of 
way. Even the horse bearing its burden 
on its back is capable of but a small 
radius of action. It is only the aero- 
plane which laughs at highways, rights 
of way, streams, and all earth obstruc- 
tions. The aeroplane is the only vehi- 
cle which is capable of rapid three di- 
mension travel. It can go up or down 
or sideways in instant response to the 
will of the operator. 

It is these features which make the 
heavier-than-air flying machine so very 
interesting to large attendances. It is 
the gradual but steady growth which 
recommends the aeroplane as the means 
of amusing at the same time as it edu- 
cates the people. 

True, to a great many of the specta- 
tors the machine in the air seems to be 
a very frail platform in which to place 
any confidence or on which to run, but 
for the competent aviator there are no 
greater risks than those which are taken 
daily in other and more familiar vehicles 
by every spectator who stands gazing at 
the wonderful feats that are being per- 
formed before his eyes. 

There are approximately 1,800 aero- 
planes in use at the present time; there 
are about 1,000 operators, of whom only 
about 450 are licensed pilots. Of these 


450 there are only about a dozen now in 
this country, and of this dozen six ob- 
tained their pilot certificates in France. 
There are many thousands of street cars 
and probably an almost equal number of 
automobiles in the United States at the 
present time. Proportionate to the num- 
ber of these three types of vehicles in 
use the casualty list of the aeroplane is 
numerically lighter than that of either of 
the other two, but we have grown accus- 
tomed to the street car and the automo- 
mobile and we do not count all of the 
dangers attendant on traveling in either 
type of conveyance, or from being in 
the streets where these vehicles are at 
large. The aeroplane, through its un- 
familiarity, looks dangerous, but it is 
not half so dangerous when in the con- 
trol of a good pilot as the average au- 
tomobile, trolley car, railroad train, 
motor boat, or steamship. 

The tour of the Moisant Interna- 
tional Aviators through the United 
States, and also their flights in Monte- 
rey, Mexico City, Vera Cruz, Havana, 
Santiago de Cuba, Cienfuegos, and many 
other Cuban and Mexican cities during 
the past four months has aroused most 
intense enthusiasm on the part of both 
the English and Spanish speaking peo- 
ples. The tour of this company started 
at Richmond on November 23rd. From 
there it moved to Chattanooga, then to 
Memphis, New Orleans, Dallas, Fort 
Worth, Oklahoma City, Houston, Tem- 
ple, San Antonio, and to El Paso, from 
which last named point it entered Mexi- 
can soil, not to return to the United 
States until April. 

Probably a million people (I have not 
the exact figures at hand) have seen our 
men at work in these various cities and 
in not a single instance was there any 
doubt that aviation was one of the most 
interesting spectacles that could possibly 
be staged for the general public. The 
venture has been extremely successful 
from both a flying standpoint and a busi- 
ness point of view, and I am more and 
more convinced the further I proceed 
that even as huge an organization as 
we need is well repaid by the interest

By 
the word “successful,” we mean 
such parks as have continued in 
operation with a fair amount of 
attendance, enough at least to 
have supported and kept the 
park in operation. 

Seventy-five per cent. of the 
amusement parks in the United 
States are owned or controlled 
hy the railway companies run- 
ning to the parks; therefore, we 
ray say that a park having 
maintained itself can be consid- 
ered more or less successful on 
account of the fact that street

railway companies usually look 
to the extra railway rates as 
corpensation for the money in- 
vested in the park. 

A few parks designed and 
built on the order of the “real” 
park are owned by private in- 
dividuals or companies. The 
success of these parks has been 
largely due to the facilities, or 
want of facilities, for transpor- 
tation, which the railway com- 
panies have seen fit to operate. 
It seems a peculiar fact that, in 
most cases, where parks are not 
owned by the street railway com- 
pany, street railways have not 
considered the park business as 
sufficiently profitable to have in- 
stalled an extra or liberal serv- 
ice. Even under these conditions, 
this class of parks, as a rule, 
have done business 
enough to keep going, 
and, in spite of the 
disposition of the rail- 
way companies, have 
rendered the railway 
companies material 
service in increasing 
their earnings. On 
the other hand, the 
railways today are in- 
vesting in parks for 
in- 

creasing travel, and 
the investment is generally con- 
sidered warranted. For this rea- 
son it would be well for street 
railway companies who do not 
own parks, but have service 
leading to a good park, to look 
into the matter carefully, and 
guard that business the same as 
it would any other. 

The park constructed with de- 
tached or semi-detached build- 
ings, with trees and water, is, on 
the whole, sonewhat more ex- 
pensive to maintain than the ob- 
solete White City or Luna Park. 
In the latter case it has hereto- 
fore been necessary only to main- 
tain the fronts, which were usu- 
ally connected around the entire 
park.

HE success of any fair 
nowadays depends 
largely upon the way it 
is advertised, for to 

bring the people to a fair, you 
must first tell them you are go- 
ing to have one, and at the same 
time what they will see after get- 
ting there. 

I have divided our advertising 
into three classifications: “Out- 
door Publicity,’ “Newspapers” 
and “Direct Advertising.” 

By outdoor publicity I mean 
billposting in all its branches. 
First we must contract with our 
local billposter to cover all the 
territory within a radius of 150 
miles of Shreveport; this in- 
cludes all the principal cities 
along the railroads and small 
towns adjacent. Then, #~_.

ly publications, and they carry a 
12-inch display ad for three 
months. In addition to that, two 
full pages of press plate matter 
is furnished each one, and this 
service is published free of cost. 
Each week an article pertaining 
to the fair is sent out to the 
country newspapers, and it is al- 
ways used by them.

We usually advertise 
in the large cities for three 
months in advance of the fair, 
and to cover adjacent territory, 
ten billposters do the work in 
sixty days before the fair. 

In handling the newspapers, a 
contract is given about 200 week- 


fair grounds, build- 
ings, exhibits and attractions. 
We also have printed 100,000 
post cards of all descriptions, 
these being furnished the citizens 
free of cost, but they pay the 
postage. 

We also publish 15,000 cata- 
logues and premium lists. <A 
special advertising folder is fur- 
nished all the laundries and every 
package going out of the city 
contains one. The traveling men 
distribute a large amount of 
souvenirs, etc., amongst their cus- 
tomers, and do a great deal to- 
wards advertising a fair.

OW that the bonanza 
stage of park building, 
a stage through which 
every new enterprise 

must pass, is over, the question 

naturally arises: “What is to be 
the future of the summer amuse- 
ment park in America?” 

The writer has been connected 
with the building of amusement 
riding devices for summer parks 
since 1903, the year before the 
wave of park promotion swept 
the country. He has visited 
nearly every park in the country 
in cities of over 25,000, knows 
most of the park managers per- 
sonally, and has been asked for 
his opinion on the subject of 
this article. At the outset it 
might be well to state that the 
park amusement bus- 
iness is today on of 
the recognized fields 
of commercial invest- 
ment. It is looked up- 
on with respect by our 
most able financiers, a 
number of whom are 
engaging in it, as they 
engage in other busi- 
ness—for profit and 
the power it affords. 
It is generally known 
by all who have kept in 
touch with the progress of park 
building that the success of the 
exposition idea was the magnet 
which attracted attention to this 
new field of human endeavor. 
Before the exposition in 1893, 
at Chicago, there had been very 
little done toward entertaining 
the people during the summer 
months in any way that could be 
compared at all with the amuse- 
ment park of the present aay. 

It was the Chicago “Midway” 
which showed the profitableness 
of such amusenents, placed ac- 
cessible to population. While at- 
tention was concentrated on the 
enorrous receipts of these vari- 
ous Midway attractions and of 
smaller attractions at the Pan-

American in Buffalo, and also 
those on “The Pike” in St. Louis, 
failure to consider that, when 
transplanted to a smaller place 
they would seon lose their nov- 
elty, and that, to sustain inter- 
est, it would be necessary to 
rebuild frequently; that the pat- 
ronage afforded in any city un- 
der a million inhabitants would 
not warrant such changes with 
profit to the builder, is the very 
reason which caused such wide- 
spread disaster. The entire coun- 
try was covered with the so-call- 
ed Midway parks, which, in many 
instances, consisted of a high 
board fence surrounding a sun- 
baked boardwalk on which the 
attractions fronted. True, these 
places showed enormous returns 
the first few weeks. 
This only intensified 
the frenzy of the in- 
experienced in hasten- 
ing into this new field 
about which they had 
no practical knowl- 
edge. This situation 
has been frequently 
likened to a new min- 
ing camp to which 
people rushed without 
experience, frequently 
with little or no funds, 
trusting entirely to luck for suc- 
cess. Many are the instances 
where parks were started with 
insufficient funds to meet the 
first month’s payroll, the pro- 
moters hoping that, by making a 
beginning, their own enthusiasm 
would be contagious and the 
whole community would hasten 
to them with money to invest. 

A few were successful, but the 
majority met with hte disaster 
which unpreparedness, inexperi- 
ence and foolhardiness deserve. 
Not until the year of the panic 
did this mania for park building 
begin to wane. The financial de- 
pression, instead of being the 
cause of the great number of 
failures, bankruptcies and receiv- 
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XPOSITIONS without 
question are the most 
interesting and attrac- 
tive forms of diversion 

for entertainment, instructive- 

ness and interest to the class and 
mass ever devised. Business 
men, manufacturers, and the 

consumers join together for a 

mutual benefit, each trying to 

give and secure the most they can 
for the least cost, and all with 

a view of boosting the territory 

in which they are interested, and 

all this can be done with a profit 
if properly conceived and exe- 
cuted by honest and experienced 
men. It might be thought that 
business men, politicians, con- 
tractors, architects, engineers, 
etc., who have retired, or are not 
very busy, would be 
the ideal persons, and 
would be only too 
glad to get in harness 
to conduct an exposi- 
tion for a few months 
for the honor and 
glory of the town and 
the welfare of the 
young folks. But no. 

The best men are 

those who are the 


greatest responsibili- 

ties, who turn down big proposi- 
tions, as they have not the time 
to consider them—men who do 
things. But an exposition, the 
band playing amidst flying flags 
and banners, the crowds, the seat 
of honor, “Fellow citizens,” etc. 
Then the president and the gov- 
ernor, the banquet and the “ahs” 
and “ohs.” Well, what live wire 
could resist? So that when Cin- 
cinnati, O., decided, after having 
the first exposition in this coun- 
try, to have the last one to date, 
they selected a busy man for 
president, the direct connected 
high tension joist out of the fac- 
tory, Robert R. Reynolds. Then 
he made a lot of direct connec- 
tions to other live ones, and turn- 
ed on the switch. Then things 
began to hum in the old Springer 
Music Hall.

REMEMBER a couple 
of years ago when | sat 


down to my typewriter

pounding out of it a story about 
outdoor amusements in France, 
I felt sorry for the machine. The 
poor thing was really up against 
it hard. You can’t get blood out 
of a turnip, and since France 
was about as free from summer 
parks, real circuses and that sort 
of thing as a billiard ball is of 
hair, what was a poor type-ma- 
chine to do? 

I gave it up, and so did the 
machine. There was not a sin- 
gle amusement park of the kind 
so well and favorably known in 
America in all the fair land of 
France or her colonies.  Cir- 
cuses (which in winter time 


give performances inside a build- 


ing built in amphitheatre form, 
with tiers and tiers of seats like 
those of theatres, banked about 
a single ring) shut up shop in the 
good old summer time (mon 
dieu!) and performers hike out 
for America or elsewhere, where 
red lemonade, pop-corn fritters, 
“big tops” and expression “the 
biggest in the world” really 
amount to something. 

Summer parks and su nmer 
circuses, nil. About the only 
thing which remained to talk 
about was the street fairs; and 
the street fair in France is not a 
summer show any more than it 
is a winter show or a spring 
show ora fall show. It is the one 
thing which, like Tennyson's 
brook, never stops—nor even 
hesitates. But we will talk of 
this later. 

Things are picking up since 
that the mournful day, however. 
Three—count ‘em—three sun- 
mer parks, parks of the Coney 
Island, White City, Dreamland, 
Magic City, Luna Park variety 
are to be opened this spring for 
the delectation of Paris alone. 
Not that Paris will not let the 
outside world in on the good

thing; far from it! But inside 
the boundaries of what we gen- 
erally speak of as Paris, there 
will be three amusement parks. 

Magic City is the name of the 


newest. It will open April 16 
for the first time. J. Calvin 
Brown, the well known park 


constructor, is the director-gen- 
eral and moving spirit of this 
new joy-garden, though asso- 
ciated with him are sone of the 
best known capitalists in France. 

This enterprise nestles in the 
shadow of the Eiffel Tower. It 
is, as a matter of fact, nearer the 
center of the city than is the 
tower. A more ideal location 
could not be imagined, for even 
in the dreary winter the spot is 
one of beauty. The River Seine, 
one of the prettiest streams in 
the world, runs by the park so 
close as to be part and parcel of 
it. It is just one added beauty 
for which Brown does not have 
to pay, though perhaps if one saw 
the price he has to pay for his 
ground, one would see that he 
did pay, and pay dearly, for his 
river. Anyhow, the river is there, 
and upon its waters are a fleet 
of tiny, racing, passenger boats, 
the nicest public conveyances in 
Paris. A special landing will be 
just in front of the entrance, and 
the fare on these steamers is but 
two cents. Think of that, park 
men! 

Five minutes to the west of 
Magic City is the Trocadero, one 
of the sights of Paris. The 
Eiffel Tower, as I have said, 
looms always over the park, and 
is another attraction, which, on 
the same terms as the River 
Seine, Brown does not have to 
pay for. Five minutes to the 
north is the famous Champs- 
Elysees, the prettiest and one of 
the richest residence streets in 
the world. Aside from Fifth 
avenue, New York, it is perhaps 
the richest. Just across the 
Seine (traversed here by the In- 
valides Bridge) is the Grand 
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Now the

F one should ask a Ger- 
4 I man where he finds in 
yap] summer his greatest en- 
joyment out of life, one 
would almost invariably get the 
same answer: To sit in the open 
air in jolly company, to drink 
beer and eat sausages. 

Parsimonious to the extreme, 
the German will not have any- 
thing that will cost him too much 
money. His point of comparison 
is the price of a glass of beer. If 
the entertainment which he 
would like to enjoy is worth the 
price of more than, say, two 
glasses of beer, he will give up 
the attraction and drink the beer. 
Hence the marvelous develop- 
ment of the German “biergar- 
ten.” 

Till last summer, the Ameri- 
can amusement park was totally 
unknown in Germany. The “bier- 
gartens’” were, throughout the 
country, the only recreation 
places. It is true to say that they 
had all that was needed to meet 
the German’s ideal of comfort. 
In the great cities like Berlin, 
Hamburg, Leipsig, Breslau, etc., 
the “biergarten” is generally an 
annex to the main building of the 
brewery. 

Fifty years ago these beer 
drinking places were modest 
huts. Today they are magnifi- 
cent halls, and the marvel of ar- 
chitecture. The biggest and most 
recently built of these halls is the 
“Neue Welt” (The New World). 
in the populous Berlin suburb 
called Rixdorf. The garden it- 
self can seat 8,000 people, while 
the inner hall, with a gigantic 
organ and a big stage, can seat 
6,000 beer drinkers. The most 
fashionable is the ‘Tiergarten 
hof, right behind the L station of 
the Tiergarten. 

King Friedrich William IV set 
the fashion toward 1840—to go 
beer drinking 1 in the “biergarten.” 
This was an improvised bar, shel- 
tered from the hot sun rays by a 
roof-like canvas (hence the name 
of “Zelten’’), to which the thirsty

visitors flocked en masse. Busi- 
ness became so prosperous that 
the proprietor of the hut is now 
the owner of the palatial bier- 
garten in the aristocratic Tier- 
garten, which has kept the name 
of “Zelten.”” In summer, in or- 
der to keep the beer flowing from 
the kegs into the parched throats, 
there biergartens employed two 
orchestras, which played contin- 
uously. The average price of a 
glass of beer is two cents. In the 
Neu Welt alone, about 3,000 gal- 
lons of beer are drank every Sun- 
day. 

Besides free music and the 
cheap price of beer, the garden is 
full of “concessions,” most of 
them a cheap imitation of the 
Serlin Luna Park. 

However, as the days become 
warmer, even a big and airy place 
like the Neue Welt does not suf- 
fice, and the people exodus to- 
ward the river suburban sites 
begins. Most of them are de- 
lightfully cool. A boat goes up 
or down the Spree, the capital’s 
river, and carries many a loving 
couple to Sadowa, Erkner, Gru- 
nau, Treptow, Waunsee, etc. 
Here the dance hall plays the 
great part in the folks’ pleasures. 
The surroundings are woody, 
and after the waltz it shelters 
many — sentimentally - enlaced 
couples. 

The lack of good available 
beaches in Germany has created 
a fad—greatly in vogue now 
among the physical culture men 
namely, the “luft und_ fluss 
bader” (the sun and river baths). 
The river most of the time is 
missing. A wagon load or two 
of sand, fenced up in a 60-foot 
spare place, a hut wherein the 
clothes of the physical culture 
men are shut up, this makes up 
the whole “institution.” And 
they are manifold in the Father- 
land. Plump little men, tall es- 
thetes with falling hair, sur- 
rounded by noisy kids, all in 
Adam’s primitive costume, live 
as in a communistic life a whole 
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1] fw ITH all the buoyancy of 
W. hope and courage that 


moa) «characterizes the up-to- 
, date park managers, 
fair secretaries and open air 
amusement directors, the outdoor 
season of IQII is now occupying 
the proscenium of the large stage 
of amusement promoter’s ambi- 
tion. 


Because of a consistent win- 
ter that compelled the mer- 
cury to hover about the lowest 
indices of the thermometer—a 
reasonable fluidity of money for 
the patronizing public to make 
use of—a rather reasonable dis- 
tribution of sunshine, snow and 
rain throughout the past winter, 
and just about the proper sort of 
early spring weather. 

New York amusement promo- 
ters are anticipating the coming 
summer with genuine eagerness. 
True it is that the spring is just 
breaking in upon us, yet real op- 
timism is justified because of tie 
fact that the season is more reg- 
ular this year than has been the 
case in the past. At any rate, 
while there has been nothing of 
an extravagant degree promised, 
and while the press agents have 
been conservative in the ante- 
opening announcements, yet their 
restraint from’ vaunting and 
their abstinence from fulsome- 
ness in itself indicates the sanity 
of the manner with which the 
powers that reign on the throne 
of amusement are preparing for 
the season now soon to be upon 
us. The managers, I notice, are 
not boasting of all they are going 
to do; they merely intend doing 
it first and then rejoicing, a cir- 
cumstance which reveals a most 
auspicious omen that something 
worth while and of definite merit 
is going forward. 

Retrospecting over the past 
few summers, one is confronted 
by a series of untimely discour- 
agements of sufficient magnitude 
to make the promoter prefer the 


— 


most distasteful hibernation to 
the adventurous risks and haz- 
ards of engaging in an out-of- 
door enterprise. First it was the 
evil convention and inability to 
introduce open air entertain- 
ments not of the Midway Plais- 
ance type. Then, when brains 
were removing the cause of this 
discouragement, the panic of 
1907 cast its blight upon the 
hopes of the supporters. A re- 
markable boom during the period 
of convalescence was succeeded 
by the neglectful patronage of 
the public, who soon tired of the 
old routine of laugh-makers. The 
progress was necessarily slow, 
for it takes a large amount of 
prosperity to discount financial 
adversity. The season of 1909 
turned out to be just about a 
break-even affair, due primarily 
to the Hudson-Fulton fiasco. 
Last season untimely weather 
and a perversity of season—an 
unusually rainy spring, no grad- 
ual transition from the cold and 
damp to the torrid and rainless— 
all contributed conditions most 
unfit for the swarming of amuse- 
ment and recreation seekers to 
the delights of the water-sports 
and beach allurements. Add to 
this the competition encountered 
by the ambitious summer picture 
shows (more numerous than in 
the past) together with the ag- 
gressive roof garden temptation 
offered during this period, in ad- 
dition to the encroaching one- 
nighters that do their best to 
make their account balance on 
the fat side of the ledger, and 
the various other forms of allure- 
ment that invite the desirable sil- 
ver coin, and you can obtain a 
perspective of the influences that 
tend to cut in on the legitimate 
summer amusements. 

With weather such as prevail- 
ed a great part of last season, 
the former claim much of the 
clientele and derive greatly of the 
money that would otherwise sup- 
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port the parks, the most genuine 
of summer enterprise. 

But let us relegate these disap- 
pointments to the past. There they 
belong, and what is done is irrev- 
ocable—so let it be. It is the 
present and the future that is our 
concern, so listen to an early ac- 
count of what awaits the swelter- 
ing public in the places of amuse- 
ment that lie in the shadow of 
the Goddess of Liberty. 


The one great imnensity of 
amuse nent resorts is Coney Is- 
land. It is the original, the only; 
the rest are mainly models, built 
along the lines of this Colossus. 
Surf avenue, the chief ligament 
which joins the three big parks, 
Dreamland, Luna and Steeple- 
chase Parks, in a sort of trilobal 
contiguity, will present quite an 
altered appearance. [oth sides 
of this thoroughfare consigned to 
mirth and jollity have been skirted 
with the latest of concessioners, 
new shows that compel the nickel 
to veritably pop with desire in 
your pocket book, new amuse- 
ment resorts with powerful-lung- 
ed barkers, exhorting most ef- 
fectively at the entrance, differ- 
ent restaurants engarbed in an 
atmosphere of whispering music, 
pitched to the swish of the un- 
ceasing tide, unfamiliar but wel- 
come cafes, pop-corn and con- 
fectionery stands of amazing 
uniqueness. Greater attention 
has been concentrated on-a more 
pleasing attractiveness of archi- 
tectural scheme and _ electrical 
mystification. Undoubtedly the 
1911 Surf avenue will be so high- 
ly illu: inated as to outdazzle any 
other one stretch of road in the 
country. 

Police regulation of traffic, a 
most commendable benefit last 
season, is to be introduced in 
most thorough fashion for the 
coming season. Dreamland at 
the present moment is a hive of 
carpenters and artisans, tearing 
down, doing over, and erecting 
the new, transforming the old; 
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in fact, changing and improving 
in general. General Manager 
Samuel W. Gumpertz, to whose 
keen business insight Dreamland 
owes its phenomenal measure of 
success, is proud tu tell of the 
innovations which he has under _ 
process of erection now in his 
popular resort. A number of big 
features, conceived by Mr. Gun- 
pertz while on his trip to Europe 
from October to January, are to 
be found in this familiar stamp- 
ing ground. A _ big military 
spectacle, reproducing the Siege 
of Richmond, a battle in the 
Civil War, is now being in- 
stalled. Another mammoth spec- 
tacle is now in the process of con- 
struction—this big show will give 
a graphic portrayal of the End 
of the World, and is to be 
given the onomotopoetic title of 
“Doomsday.” 

Another feature will be the old 
tire side show, under canvas, in- 
troducing freaks of all kinds and 
from all quarters of the globe. 
The Chutes are being transform- 
ed into the old-tine toboggan 
slide, using sleighs instead, ample 
enough in size to accommodate 
parties of from two to four, and 
descending with a speed approx- 
imating one hundred and twenty 
miles per hour. 

The lower part of the pier is 
being transformed into a pony 
track for the delectation of the 
youngsters and the women. The 
old ball room and restaurant will 
find employment as a roller rink 
in one part and a moving picture 
house in the other. The rink will 
be under the most capable of 
management, having been leased 
to a certain Parsons, a wan of 
great experience in his line, and 
proprietor and operator of a 
number of successful rinks in 
Germany at the present tire. 

As for the rest, new arrange- 
ment, fresh coatings of paints 
and architectural embellishment 
will make it most attractive to 
gaze upon. No change in the

HE horizon of the park 
owner is clearing. The 
storm clouds are pass- 
ing. The sunlight of 

prosperity beams forth its glori- 
ous rays. Conservatism begot by 
experience assures the perma- 
nency of the most popular places 
of amusement — the pleasure 
park—that the dawn of the 
twentieth century brought into 
being. 

With the passing of the “wild 
cat” element in the park business 
comes a legitimate boom, which 
is actually surprising. Few per- 
sons are aware of the immense 
amount of money being put into 
high grade attractions at the 
present time. The boom is coun- 
try wide. Coney Isl- 
and, on the Atlantic, 
has more buildings 
under way than at 
any period in the past 
five years. Old-time 
shacks are giving way 
to immense riding de- 
vices and played-out 
attractions of yester- 
year are being swept 
away by the better, 
safer and more legiti- 


mate features for PAUL D. 


1911. Even staid old 
Philadelphia is awake. At Wil- 
low Grove, an immence racing 
coaster is being reared skyward, 
and the other Quaker City parks 
are taking on the new things of 
the latest patterns. 

Across the continent on the 
shores of the Pacific, the boom 
has reached with increased en- 
ergy. At Ocean Park, L. A. 
Thompson is building a Dragon’s 
Gorge Ride, the writer is build- 
ing the largest electric scenic 
railway west of New York, and 
Loolf, the Brooklyn merry-go- 
round magnate, has just com- 
pleted an immense hippodrome, 
with one of his fine machines as 
its central feature. Look the 
country over, and you will find

that generally the tone of the 
park business is conservative im- 
provement rather than adding to 
the numbers which now exist. 


Amusement park owners and 
investors in the so-called park 
attractions at the beaches have 
learned a lesson, and today one 
must seek out-of-the-way places 
and green fields to discover the 
Cave of the Winds, the House 
of Trouble, and other short-lived 
“fakes,” which were inflicted on 
the public at the expense of the 
open air amusement business a 
few short months ago. 

The public demands high-grade 
riding devices, beautiful and well 
conducted ball rooms, shows of 
quality, and attractions of real 

merit, Managers have 
come quickly to this 
understanding by a 
careful review of 
their experience in 
catering to public 
wishes. The park-go- 
ing public has been 
educated and demands 
quality. Six years 
ago a “walk-around” 
park show got money 
for a month or two 
HOWSE. each season. Last year 
these same shows in 
new fields hardly paid operating 
expenses This season nine- 
tenths of them will be reduced 
to kindling wood before the 
ticket offices open. 

Within the past few weeks the 
writer has been consulted by 
more than a score of open air 
amusement managers who are 
seeking new attractions for build- 
ings which have housed “Third 
Degrees,” “Katzenjammer Cas- 
tles,” ‘Cuckoo Clocks,” and other 
shows of the dark passage and 
shaking platform variety. He 
has found that~a great many park 
managers are tearing out their 
old-fashioned and obsolete Fig- 
ure 8’s, to make room for mod- 
ern coasters and scenic railways. 
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HE circus man, the fellow who 
goes around ahead of the 
Cr show and attends to putting 
up of the big bills, and gives 
boys tickets when they help him, or 
hands out a couple to the far1 er who 
lets him use the side of his barn— 
he s co ning around again. He doesn't 
seem to have any home, because he 
is here every spring and so newhere 
else every fall, and is always laughing 
with the fellows he meets, and is light- 
hearted and business-like at the same 
time, and doesn't talk about anything 
else but the big show that is coming. 
He is a good deal like a drum rer— 
folks call them commercial travelers 
nowadays, but some way, that old word 
drummer still sounds good—in that 
he is everybody's friend, and has a 
pleasant word for every- @-- 
body, but never forgets 
about the business he is 
hired to attend to. Some- 
tives it seems that it is not 
his fault ; he can’t help it. 
One of them came into 
the city the other day—one 
of these circus men. Said 
his name was Darrett or 
something that sounded like 
it, but you can’t tell about 
that. Any way, he was 
with a circus, he said; 
seems to me the Forepaugh Show, a 
big one, of course ;all circuses are big. 
He had worked hard all day and was 
tired, but still pleasant. One of the 
boys in the office asked hin where he 
lived, and that sort o° sobered him. 
Where did he live? Then, back 
through the man’s eyes you could tell 
that he had a home—somewhere. 
Through the subdued voice, as he 
spoke of his family, you could tell 
that he was not different from other 
good men. He was no longer a circus 
wan; not after his family was men- 
tioned. He was a plain American 
father, trying to make a living for 
those he loved. He was not spending 
his days and nights in strange hotels 
and encountering the hardships of the 
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game better than he loved his home. 


but because it was his way of pro- 
viding for those he called his own. 
And from his pocket he took two pic- 
tures—different from those he handles 
every day, different fron the gaudy 
posters that he sticks on barns—the 
pictures of two little boys who are 
waiting for him, even as other little 
ones are waiting for the circus he ad- 
vertisers. 

\Vhen the season is over, and the big 
white sheets of canvas are folded and 
laid away ; when the animals are quar- 
tered for the winter, and the mana- 
gers go home to rest, does the agent 
pack his grip and start for home? 
Does he? You all know the answer. 

Perhaps he takes a week's vacation ; 
if he is lucky, he may get a fortnight, 
and then he starts out 
again, not to tell of the 
glorious circus, with its an- 
imals and clowns. His is 
now another mission, much 
the same, however. He 
does not now tell you of 
the wonderful lions, the 
bevy of clowns and the big 
elephants. His winter par- 
lance has nothing to do with 
these things. His ,adjec- 
tives are the sane, but his 
nouns are different. It is 
now tons of scenery, pretty girls and 
entrancing music. 

In the summer he tells of the un- 
tamable lion; in the winter it’s about 
the leading lady's jewels. He must be 
ever on the alert for some story that 
will pass the critical eye of the dra- 
matic editor. 

The agent’s winter route is not 
strewn with roses. 

As the agent is usually blamed for 
everything that goes wrong, it might 
be supposed that he sometimes be- 
comes discouraged or fretful. No 
matter how bad he feels, however, he 
must not show it.

This new 
theatre with its policy of “The 
Best Plays at Popular Prices,” 
is living up to its promises, and 
the people in turn are demon- 
strating their appreciation by 
giving this show house their best 
support. In fact, good business 
is evident in all the stock houses 
in the city. 

The College Theatre, which is 
now being guided by T. C. Glea- 
son and his associates, claims the 
best business of its career, as does 
also the Marlowe, which has as 
its executive, Chas. B. Marvin, 
the well known Chicago stock 
man. The good business at these 
outlying houses seems to arise 
from the fact that their respec- 
. tive operators fully realize that 
the amusement purchaser in Chi- 
cago is discriminating, and that 
he must have value received. 
Stock for a while looked as if 
it had lost its hold on the theatre- 
goer of the Windy City. This 
may, perhaps, have been due to 
the fact that so many popular- 
priced vaudeville houses sprang 
up in practically every location 
available.

HEATRICAL managers, 
vaudeville performers 
and motion picture ex- 
hibitors have within 
their power the means to ef- 
ficiently and at minimum expense 
secure the passage of the Parcels 
Post Bill, introduced by Con- 
gressman Sulzer, of New York, 
H. R. No. 260581, now before 
Congress, intended to reduce pos- 
tal rates, to improve the postal 
service and to increase postal rev- 
enues. The bill reads as follows: 
Be it enacted, etc., That the 
common weight limit of the do-n- 
estic postal service of the United 
States is hereby increased to 11 
pounds, the common limit of the 
Universal Postal Un- 
ion, and that in the 
general business of 
the post office, the 1 
cent an ounce rate on 
general merchandise 
—fourth class mail 
matter — be, and is 
hereby reduced to the 
third class rate, I cent 
for each 2 ounces or 
fraction thereof. 
Sec. 2. That the 
rate on local letters or 
sealed parcels posted 


for delivery within gy q. HALLBERG 


the free delivery serv- 

ices is hereby determined at 2 
cents on parcels up to 4 ounces, 
1 cent on each addition 2 ounces ; 
at non-delivery offices, 1 cent for 
each 2 ounces. 

Sec. 3. That all mail matter 
collected and delivered within 
in the different rural routes of 
the United States is hereby de- 
termined to be in one class, with 
rates door to door, between the 
different houses and places of 
business and the post-office or 
post-offices on each route, as 
follows: On parcels up to one 
twenty-fourth of a cubic foot, or 
1 by 6 by 12 inches in dimensions 
and up to I pound in weight, 1 
cent; on larger parcels up to one- 


half a cubi: foot, or Ox12x12 
inches in dimensions and up to 11 
pounds in weight, 5 cents; on 
larger parcels up t 1 cubic foot, 
6x12x24 inches in dimensions and 
up to 25 pounds in weight, 10 
cents. No parcels shall be over 
6 feet in length, and in no case 
shall a carrier be obliged to trans- 
port a load of over 500 pounds. 

Sec. 4. That on all unregister- 
ed prepaid mail matter without 
declared value, an indemnity up 
to $10 shall be paid by the Post- 
office Department for such actual 
loss or damage as may occur 
through the fault of the postal 
service, and this without extra 
charge. Certificates of posting 
shall be provided on 
demand. On _ regis- 
tered parcels of de- 
clared value, and on 
which the fee for reg- 
istration, insurance 
and postage has been 
duty prepaid, the 
Post office Depart- 
ment shall pay the full 
value of any direct 
loss or damage that 
may occur through 
the fault of the postal 
service. The fees for 
insurance and regis- 
tration shall be as fol- 
lows: For registration and in- 
surance up to $50, 10 cents; for 
each additional $50, 2 cents. No 
claim for compensation will be 
admitted if not presented within 
one year after the parcel is 
posted. 

Sec. 5. That all acts and parts 
of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 6. That this act shall take 
effect six months fron and after 
the date of approval thereof. 

The foregoing bill now before 
Congress, if passed, would save 
a great deal of money for the 
public, and would also be the 
means of increasing the revenue 
of the postal service.

PTIMISM is always a 
virtue, and just now, in 
regard to summer 
amusements in England 

optimism is at a premium. 

After having just survived two 
of the wettest summers ever 
known, anyone engaged in the 
business in any way may be par- 
doned some degree of depression. 
But still “hope springs eternal,” 
etc., and remembering that what 
the public have not spent, they 
still possess, there is no reason 
why any of us should be too 
“down in the mouth.” 

After all, this year ought to be 
the chance of a lifetime. Given 
a little fine weather, everyone 
in the amusement world ought 
to reap a real golden harvest. 
For is not this the season of the 
“great and glorious” coronation, 
and are not all loyal Britishers 
preparing to have a right good 
time? And if the “good time” 
does consist in transferring the 
money from their pockets to 
those of the people who provide 
the entertainment for them— 
well, all the better for everyone 
concerned.

“Enjoyment”—that is to be 
the keynote of the whole season. 
Here are 40,000,000 people, with 
true British solemnity, setting out 
to “rejoice and be glad.” It is 
not for you or me to say why 
the fact of one monarch having 
succeeded another and_ being 
crowned, should _ necessarily 
be the occasion for a national 
fete. But as it presumably is, 
everyone concerned in helping to 
amuse an entire nation must wel- 
come the fact with rapture, and 
prepare to meet the necessity ac- 
cordingly. The only question 
that remains is, whether the 
amusement purveyors of this 
country can rise to the occasion. 
Can they, for three or four 
months give the inhabitants of 
Great Britain the “good time” 
for which they are looking? And 
frankly, I must confess that I

doubt whether they are, in fact, 
capable. 

To my mind, the supply of 
amusements in this country dur- 
ing recent years has in no way 
kept pace with the demand. With 
one or two notable exceptions, 
amusement purveyors have fail- 
ed to realize the change in public 
taste during the past ten years, 
or if they have realized it, they 
have completely failed to meet it. 
Today, England, as a _ whole, 
clamors for enjoyment and dis- 
traction. What it lacks is the 
opportunity to satisfy these de- 
sires. 

And if this is the case in an 
ordinary year, what will it be this 
year when festivity everywhere 
will be the order of the day? Not 
only English people themselves ; 
the coronation will probably 
bring another million and a half 
amusement seekers here from 
abroad. These also will have to 
be cared for. Can it be done? 


Here certainly is the chance 
of a lifetime for those who attend 
to the needs of the public in this 
respect. This is the moment for 
men with novelties or original 
ideas. For them the money lies 
waiting to be picked up. But so 
far, within my observation, they 
have failed to materialize. 

Just consider for a moment 
what is going to happen. Leav- 
ing aside the general holiday 
mood of the population during 
the entire summer this year, let 
us deal with the coronation week 
itself, which is to be a national 
holiday practically throughout. 
The big centers, London, Liver- 
pool, Manchester, etc., are all 
right; they are pretty well pro- 
vided for—not nearly as well as 
they should be—and can be left 
alone for the time-being. But 
what of the rest? What of all 
the towns and cities, containing 
anything up to 200,000 popula- 
tion? Will they get all the 
amusement they need? 
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PROPOS of the fact that 
that a recent agitation 
in several amusement 
weeklies in regard to 

the success or failure and even 
the future of the carnival busi- 
ness, several authorities were ap- 
proached in regard to same, and 
among them was a man who is 
the foremost amusement caterer 
in America, one who has com- 
bined his energies and his capital 
in the development of this par- 
ticular branch of the amusement 
business, a man who has demon- 
strated the fact that the carnival 
business can, to use a pugilistic 
expression, “come back.” 

C. W. Parker, the progressive 
Kansas show builder, started in 
the carnival business 
ten years ago. At that 
time, the factory in 
which his equipment 
was manufactured, 
was located in Abi- 
lene, Kansas, and it 
required but small 
space to construct the 
necessary parapher- 
nalia for his carnival 
organization, although 
the carnival business 
was in its prime as Cc. W. 
well as its infancy. 

As time progressed, his business 
grew to such magnitude that Mr. 
Parker was compelled to seek 
larger and more commodious 
quarters, as the demands made 
upon him by the amusement-go- 
ing public taxed the capacities of 
his Abilene factories. After in- 
vestigating several sites, he se- 
lected Leavenworth, Kansas, as 
the future home of the Parker 
interests. He purchased a tract 
of land within the city limits of 
Leavenworth, covering more 
than fifteen acres, on which he is 
erecting a reinforced concrete 
factory building, six stories and 
basement in height, and covering 
a ground space 125x200 feet. 
On this ground, one and one-

half miles of track were laid to 
house and store the many fiat, 
baggage, sleeping and stock cars 
used by his companies. His fac- 
tory is equipped with the latest 
machinery required in construct- 
ing show property, such as tents, 
wagon fronts, cars, carry-us- 
alls, merry-go-rounds, shooting 
galleries, and all other manner 
of amusement devices. 

The business of equipping 
parks and other places of amuse- 
ment with the various amuse- 
ment devices which Mr. Parker 
manufactures, has grown to such 
proportions that he is compelled 
to devote his entire time to the 
construction of same, and has 
leased his three separate and dis- 
tinct carnival organi- 
zations to Mr. Con. 
T. Kennedy, who has 
been the general man- 
ager of the Parker in- 
terests for years. 

In speaking of this 
new venture, Mr. 
Parker says, in an- 
swer to the question: 
What is your opinion 
of the future condi- 
tion of the carnival

“My three compan- 
ies, equipped as no other carnival 
organization has ever been 
equipped, is evidence in itself 
that I think—in fact, I know— 
that the carnival business is a 
permanent institution, and to 
substantiate my statement, I am 
investing more money in the 
equipment this season than has 
ever been expended before.

HE demand for amuse- 
ment features at State 
and county fairs is in- 
creasing yearly, and this 

demand does not pertain alone 
to the free vaudeville attractions, 
which have become so popular, 
and the spirited races, but to 
high-class carnival shows. No 
better evidence of this can be 
given than to the alertness of fair 
managers in contracting for clean 
“midway shows,” as they some- 
times are called. 

In the days gone by, people 
went to the State and county 
fairs to see the display of the 
products of the field, the stock, 
fruits, textiles, and also to over- 
look the latest inventions in farm 
machinery. While 


after all the sights of the build- 
ings and the race track have been 
seen, their visit will not be com- 
plete without a trip to the carni- 
val shows. 

High class midway shows— 
those that have no tinge of vul- 
garity—are liberally patronized 
on the fair grounds. In many 
cities and towns, the only chance 
the public has to enjoy a real 
good carnival show is when the 
fair is on, and if they seek such 
entertainment, why deprive them 
of their pleasure? 

The late Governor Johnson, of 
Minnesota, apparently had the 
right idea of the wants of people 
attending fairs, when in an ad- 
dress shortly before his death on 

fairs, he said: 


patrons of fairs have 
not grown lax in the 
appreciation of all the 
old features of the 
fair, and are spurred 
by the wonderful in- 
ventions that have 
made farm life a joy, 
now in addition to 
these essential parts 
of the fair, they de- 
mand amusement — 
amusement that they 
do not have an op- 
portunity to see every day. 
While the visitors to the fair 
sit in the grand stand and watch 
the races, are awed by the won- 
derful maneuvers of participants 
in a colossal vaudeville act, and 
enjoy the strains of a military 
band, yet there is that longing 
among many for the scenes of 
the “midway.” They find much 
enjoyment in visiting the various 
shows and seeing all. There is 
something enchanting to them in 
the announcement of the “bally- 
hoo,” as he is familiarly known 
in the sound emanating from the 
bass drum or the tom toms, and 
the general tingle that is to be 
heard on all “midways.” The 
people, as a rule, are out for a 
good time, and they know that

“The primary func- 
tion of every fair, of 
course, is educational. 
The motive must be 
that of development. 
It has been argued 
that the horse race 
and balloon ascension 
are necessary adjuncts 
to an ideal fair, and 
that these detract 
from the real -objects 
of the fair itself. And 
yet the day is far dis- 
tant when a county or State fair 
will be a success and arouse in- 
terest without these accomplish- 
ments, which will arouse and en- 
tertain the people. The financial 
view of a fair compels an ac- 
quiescence to the amusement fea- 
ture, and I take it that it is gen- 
erally argued that these must ob- 
tain.” 

After enumerating attractions 
for fairs, such as balloon ascen- 
sions, bands, races and vaudeville 
acts, Governor Johnson ended by 
saying : 

“And yet it takes all this and 
more to make up a successful 
fair. It needs the amusement 
curiosities, the merry-go-round, 
with its worn-out tunes and 
noisome engine, the fortune tel-

world have arisen en masse 
and shaken themselves free 
from the lurking despicable 

demon of “suspicion.” Had it not 
been for the inclination to act upon 
“suspicion” rather than confidence, the 
finger of ridicule for the tolerating of 
the prevalence of chaos to continue 
in the circus world would long since 
have given away to the applauding 
hands of those who always commend 
fair play, harmony and sensible bus+ 
ness methods. 

The showmen have at last heeded 
the call of showmen. The response is 
general and equally sincere. The re- 
sults already attained are of untold 
value, while further benefits are con- 
stantly accruing. 

There is a comparatively small 
clique on the outside who question 
the sincerity of the showmen. These 
few predict that the Showmen’s Asso- 
ciation will not last. They vary, how- 
ever, in their guesses as to the long- 
evity of its life. Many give it only 
until June to live, while others concede 
that it may survive the heat of the 
summer only to fade away from in- 
ternal disorders before the autumn 
days are over. Unacquainted with the 
vigor of the parents, these people, 
eager to predict such an undeserved 
fate, persist in heralding broadcast 
untruthful statements and advising 
that respect and courtesy be withheld 
from the Showmen’s Association “be- 
cause it won't last.” 

Such an attitude bespeaks poor 
judgment. 

It would have been far more sensi- 
ble had these same persons years ago 
declared that the individual show- 
men could not last and profit in a bus- 
iness conducted in a way the circus 
affairs were then being managed. 
Since the proprietors, managers and 
staff officers have proven capable of 
piloting their gigantic enterprises 
safely through the troubled waters of 
bitterness, suspicion, deceit, fraud, sel- 
fishness and intense jealousy, then it is 
only reasonable to presune that they 
can steer their crafts of colossal 
amusement enterprises through the 
smooth waters of harmony, where the 
beacons of experience will send 
helping lights and warning from every 
point, and where the common interests

will cause collisions and wrecks to be 
come unknown. 

Those who are busily foretelling the 
early dissolution of the Showmen’s 
Association are in ignorance. They 
are ignorant of the unanimity of the 
response of the showmen to the call 
of.the showmen. They do not appre- 
ciate the many necessities for such an 
organization. They have allowed 
themselves to become puffed up with 
their own importance, and persist in 
imagining that their own line of busi- 
ness (billposting) is of such import- 
ance that they are the sole and only 
cause of the recent birth of the amuse- 
ment world’s youngest offspring. 

Six years ago there was a well pre- 
pared scheme arranged for the organ- 
ization of the circus enterprises. The 
title selected at that time was “Show- 
men’s Alliance of America.” The 
chief purpose embodied in the written 
preamble of that proposed organiza- 
tion will apply today as accurately as 
it did at that time. It stated that they 
were to be “organized for mutual pro- 
tection, counsel and comparison of ex- 
perience for the determination of the 
economical conduct of the show and 
tent business in the United States of 
America.” This clause of the then 
proposed organization was further am- 
plified in a later paragraph of the arti- 
cles of agreement considered. The 
third section read: “The Showmen’s 
Alliance of America will endeavor to 
regulate and adjust all matters relating 
to travel, transportation, railroad serv- 
ice, secure a uniform city and State 
license, regulate the rates of billpost- 
ing, restrain employees covering paper, 
prevent conflicting dates, maintain a 
bureau of information for prevention 
of fraud in the purchase of supplies, 
also a bureau of information of repu- 
table lawyers in all county seats and 
cities, regulate employees under con- 
tract, and all other drawbacks that 
may present themselves from time to 
time.”

AMENDMENT aa CHILD LABOR 


Springtield, Ill., March 10 (Special to The 
Billboard).—Senate Bill No. 233, appears ia 
the Senate synopsis as ‘‘An act governing the 
appearance of children on stage.’’ It was ia- 
troduced in the Senate on Wednesday, Feb. 15, 
1911, by Senator Albert C, Clark, of Chicago, 
representing the twelfth senatorial district, 
Was read the first time March 9, and referred 
to the Senate committee on judiciary, of which 
Senator Juul, of Chicago, is chairman. 

The bill as considered in committee whev 
taken up yesterday, amends the child labor 
law in such a manner as to permit children 
under the age of fourteen years to perform ip 
theatres and concert halls, when they are ae- 
companied to and from the theatres or play- 
houses by their parents or guardian. 

At the hearing by the committee, Miss Jane 
Addams, of Chicago, head of Hull House, rep- 
resenting several women’s clubs and various 
societies, protested against the enactment of 


the law, pointing out that all clubs and 
societies having the interest and welfare of 
children at heart, were opposed to its enact- 
ment, while the only support to the measure 
came from the so-called ‘‘theatrical trust,’’ 
whom she claimed, were represented before the 
committee. not for the purpose of securing leg- 
islation for. the protection of children, but 
with a view to bringing about such measures 
as to enable them to swell their box-office re- 
ceipts. 

Others who anpeared before the committee tp 


| regard to the measure were State Factory In- 


spector Edgar F. Davies. who told the com- 
mittee that the present law was adeauate to 
keep children from the stage, if available 
funds were appropriated to carry out its pre 


| visions. and the Rev. Harry F. Ward of the 


Chicago Federation of Churches, wh» declared 
that the theatrical profession was far more 


| dangerous to health than any other occupation, 


and that persons who began a theatrical career 


| between the ages of fourteen and sixt+e1 vears, 


could not continue long in the profession». 

‘Those who are standing sponsor for the bill, 
were represented before the committee by Wil! 
J. Davis, of Chicago, who took exceptions te 
the criticism of the opponents of the bill of 
the so-called ‘‘theatrical trust,’’ and claiming 
that they were not acting in good faith who 
they read before the committee certain com- 
munications. without disclosing by whom they 
were signed. 

Davis told the committee that “last week be 
proved to the committee, that these ladies were 
in error about the conditions under which 


| children were compelled to work on the stage. 


I now claim that if they misstated at that 
time they will be careless in handling the tra‘h 
now.”’ 

During the hearing a number of amendments 
were offered and accented, practically elimto 
ating the features which were objectionaol- 
to the women delegates, and should the senate 
adopt an amendment proposed by Senator Me 
Kenzie, the purport of the bill will be practicat 
ly wiped out. The McKenzie amendment pre- 
hibits children under sixteen vears of age 
appearing on the stage of any theatre or cop- 
cert hall and makes no exceptions. 

The bill is now in the hands of a _ sub- 
committee, named by Chairman Juul, consisting 
of Senators Ettelson, Barr, Potter, McKenzle. 
O’Connor and Burton, with instructions to re- 
draft the bill as amended, and report it back 

| next week. A later dispatch states that the 
bill has been reported out favorably by the 
committee and placed on first reading, will be 
put on its passage at elose of next week, then 
go to House for consideration and such con 
sideration is ‘‘the theatrical men’s hope.’

When the Texas Legislature at) Austin ad 
journed its session Mareh 6, the bill reducing 
the eclrens occupation tax had passed beth 
houses. It is now awaiting the Governor's 
signature which, because of the number of 
bills be will have to consider and sign, will 
probably be deferred until Tuesday, Mareh 14 
It is known that the Governor is favorable te

. m the circuses in Texas by Gov 
ernor ll and his redoubtable State Rev 
enue Agent, Capt. W. B. MacDonald. circuse< 
in Texas have been taxed te the amount of

Scenes from India, Burmah, Ceylon, Can 
ada, Africa, Austrelia, New Zealand and the 
United Kingdom, will be reproduced with splen 
did realism, so that at one time the visitor will 
be passing through an exact reproduction of the 
marvelous palaces and mosques of India; again 
he will find himself amid the great sheep farms 
of Australia; then again, he will be gazing at 
Teplicas of the mossy, historic mansions and 
most famous beauty spots of the British Isles 
The whole exhibition, in fact, is to be a mag- 
nificent representation of the arts, products, re- 
sources and scenery of the whole 
which King George reigns, 

Great preparations have been made for this 
season. The far-stretching and beautiful grounds

palaces have undergone a marvelous transforma 
tion. All the buildings have been 
every square inch of roofs, walls and basements 


have been subjected to the severest tests, and | 
an army of workmen are busy night and day, |

and sixty miles of cable relaid and forty addi 
tional miles laid down: while for the illumina- 
tions, which this year are to exceed in brilliancy 
anything yet seen in England, over four million 
electric globes have been ordered. The gardens. 
which have aiways been one of the foremost fea 
tures of the place, have been laid out in a new 
color scheme, and are to be exclusively planted 
with British plants and blooms. 
English gardens are to be enlarged and improved. 
Artists are busy in the palaces, reproducing with 
the utmost realism typical and noteworthy 
scenes from India and all the other British col 
onies and dominions, so that visitors passing 
through one building will find themselves in a 
typical Indian scene; in another, in the diamond 
fields of South Africa: in a third, In the gold 
bearing districts of Klondyke, or the backwoods 
of Canada. The amusement section, which first 
brought popularity to the place and which is still 
its chief attraction. will be on a larger scale 
than ever. From the Flip-Flap the visitor will 
have a view of the whole of London and sub- 
urbs: the mountain railway, the seenic railway 
and the spiral railway will probably attract even 
more millions than last year: while every other 
possibly novelty that could be procured from all 
over the world has been zealously sought after. 

The demand for space has been very great, 
and the grounds, on this account. have been ex 
tended to two hundred and fifty acres. 

Just a short distance away is to be found the 
rejuvenated Earl's Court Exhibition.

of the shows. 


ler and the festive doll rack and the burly 
negro who allows you to throw eggs at him.” 
. F. Trevellick, representative of the United 

Fairs Booking Association, who bas had much 
experience in amusement features of fairs, has 
this to say of attractions at county fairs: 

“The backbone of civilization may be aptly 
termed our country cousins’ annual exhibition 
of all that is best and enduring in this country’s 
history. For so great has been the advance and 
interest in the oldtime county fair that 
nothing in the world is too good, great or costly 
for them to simulate more interest. The rivalry 
is keen—some counties having as many as three 
fairs in the same month. It is a coveted honor 
to serve as president, secretary, treasurer, chair- 
man, superintendent. manager, or other position 
—although the office carries no salary and in- 
volves a great deal of bard and continuous work. 

The politician, with a keen eye to the wind- 
ward knows the weight of the land, and con- 
gressmen, senators and presidents—all our great 
public men—have appeared before almost count- 
less county fairs and put their best foot for- 
ward. The old-time lethargy is gone and In its 
place we find a little new world, for the county 
fair is our world in miniature. They put on the 
best possible races, do not hesitate to buy A-1 
special attractions as ‘“‘anything’’ will not 
do any more. Fairs located in towns of less 
than 1,500 population, putting on an act that 
was a feature of the Ringling Circus the year 
before. Many of them plunge willingly into 
debt to build up their fair, looking optimistic- 
ally to the future to reimburse them. They 
build new grand stands, add up-to-date build- 
ings, are constantly on the watch for new ideas 
and are so pleased when they exceed the rival 
county fair in attendance, races, exhibits or 
attractions that their enthusiasm will not down 
but is carried on to the next fair—a generous, 
friendly rivalry. They are adopting circus 
methods of advertising, and many of them know 
the size of wuc. three or twenty-four-sheets, 

In some cases, illuminated wagons automo 
biles, etc., are sent out at night. many miles 
away. A few fairs employ experienced show- 
men to run their advertising, special attraction 
and pay show departments. One small town 
having a big attendance, paying an old, retired 
showman $3,000 a year and finding it pays well 
to do so. 

Taken as a whole, the fairs are clean and 
healthy, and the attendance In many cases be- 
yond the belief of those not familiar with them 
—towns with a population of 12.9000 to 20,000 
having an attendance of 4,000 In one day. the 
big day of the fair which usually falls on Wed- 
nesday or Thursday. Difficulties exist which can 
be easily remedied by co-operation. Thousands 
of fairs fall In the first three weeks In Septem- 
ber, and more, considerably more,

and patronize. The prizes and blue ribbons, in 
addition to being a much prized honor, are com 
mercially valuable. The exhibits of stock. farm 
produce, frui.s, home work, etc., eagerly scanned 
by the visiting thousands. The edu-rational 
value is beyond compute, and the State recog 
nizes it as its leading interest and institution 

More financial aid should be given by the 
State in many cases, as many counties are too 
sparsely settled to make the little fairs self 
sustaining, no matter how hard they may strive, 
The cry of “‘Rack to the farm!” is being coun- 
teracted slowly by the far-reaching influence of 
the new county fair, as it has a tendency to held 
the young folks at home, to continue the noblest, 
the oldest and the most independent profession 
in the world. 

All honor 


to the quiet, patient, courageous 
hard-working and far-seeing men that volunta- 
rily guard the vital interests of the thousands 
of smaller fairs, for they are civilization’s most 
useful citizens. You can destroy the cities and 
the farms will bufld more—but destroy the 
farms and chaos reigns. The farmer has come 
into his own, and, instead of its being a word 


of reproach, it has assumed its natural nd 
a position — the leading profession on 
earth.

the express monopoly would suffer, but 1 think 
it is time that the public should rise against 
the arbitrary rates and rules of the express 
companies. 

The public Is slow In acting upon matters of | 
this sort until driven to it, or Influenced by con. | 
stant and thorough agitation on the subject. | 
The theatrical world, especially those interested | 
In the exhibition of motion pictures, is in the | 
best possible position to suggest to its audiences 
how each and every one may assist in forcing | 
this matter to an issue. 

The manager of a theatre can find many oppor- 
tunities to urge the passage of the PARCELS 
POST BILL, either by word or by the exhibition 
of suitable slides in a stereopticon projection 
lamp. The vaudeville performer can in a humor 
ous way agitate the question by incorporating 
in his performance, snappy and a propriate re 
marks relative to the public, the Gaited States 
postal service and the express monopoly. 

The motion picture exhibitor can, at the ex- | 
pense of a few cents, make up slides urging 
the passage of the PARCELS POST BILL, and | 

| 


can easily secure from his slide maker slides 
a funny and humorous cartoons, illus- 

ting the relations between the over-burdened 
public and the great Octopus, viz: the express 
companies of the United States. 

The business of theatres with the express com- 
panies is very large—it must be so, because of 
the fact that speed and promptness are neces- 
sities Besides, there are a thousand and one 
articles ordered every day in small quantities 
by theatres and performers all over the country, 
and in most instances the business of transport- 
ing these goods goes to the express companies, 
due to the fact that the United States Govern 
ment does not carry parcels weighing more than 
four pounds. 

The reduction in cost of transporting and de 
llvering merchandise by parcels post under the 
= bill will enable any one to buy goods 
B any part of the country at the lowest market 
price, without being taxed with an arbitrary 
and excessive transportation charge, which prac- 
tically blocks choice of market for the pur- 
chaser under the present conditions. 

Congressman Sulzer’s PARCELS POST BILL 
can not be recommended too strongly by any 
one. Everybody suould work for it. It will be 
the means of equalizing market prices for any 
and all kinds of small goods all over the coun 
try. The man in San Francisco can purchase 
goods in New York City and have them delivered 
on his premises at the same price as can a man 
in Buffale, or in any other part of the United 
States. 

The cost of transporting an eleven pound 
package from New York to San Francisco by 
parcels post under the new system would be 
only 8S cents, whereas under the present condi- 
tions the express companies charge more than 
twice this amount, and this extra toll, or charge, 
by the express companies in many instances 
doubles the cost of the goods, preventing a 
buyer from selecting his own market, unliss he 
makes his purchases in large quantities and has 
the goods shipped by freight. 

e motion picture exhibitor in particular 
would benefit greatly by the passage of the 
Sulzer PARCELS POST BILL. It is not a 
a remy known fact that the motion picture 
ndustry contributes something over £7.000,000.00 
per year to the express monopoly, the greater 

rt of which could just as well go to the 

nited States Government and the balance in 
the pocket of the exhibitor.

The goose that lays its golden eggs, 
consists simply of exclusive contracts with the 
railroads, by which they are licensed to over- 
charge the long-suffering public for carrying its 
parcels.”’ 

Relative to the recent strike of express em- 
ployees in New York and Jersey City, the Post 
says: 

‘For years the public had paid the companies 
three-hundred- per-cent rates for carrying its 


parcels; but, rather than deal liberally with its | 


employees in a pinch, the companies calmly per- 
mitted the publie’ s parcels to lie undelivered. At 
one time, it is said three hundred and fifty 
thousand packages generally requiring haste and 
care, were piled up in the various offices waiting 
for the strike to end. 

“The grand bulwark of this precious business 
consists of the failure of Congress to pass a par- 
cels post act.”’

Palais, one of the beautiful permanent 
ings of the last Paris exposition. Across the 
Street from this is the Little Palace, little 
only by comparison since it is about as big 
as the Madison Square Garden in New York 
or very little smaller. Two squares above 
the Invalides Bridge is the Bridge of Alex 
andre Ill.. one of the earth’s ornaments and 
spanning the river at one span. Three min- 
utes to the south of the park is the Hotel des 
invalides, the home for disabled veterans of 
France (it was so intended, though there are but 
five or six veterans there at present), but chief- 
ly noted as the burial place of the great Na- 
poleon I. This place is the Mecca of every 
Frenchman who visits Paris, not to mention the 
hundreds of thousands of foreigners who each 
summer fill the city to overflowing. The military 
school (similar to West Point in America) is 
five minutes to the southwest; the Musee Cal- 
liera, across the river a short distance, and so 
on. In short, ..agic City is right in the middie 
of things and is in the middle of things without 
Sacrificing trees. water and things like that 


a parks need and must have to be success- 
ul. 


The river is not the only means of getting 
to and from the park. There is a railway in 
front (so hidden under ground as not to obstruct 
the view or render it less beautiful), tramways, 
"buses, autobuses, subway, and 80 on. 


Magic City will be the biggest park of the 
sort in Europe, and the buildings and devices 
arc being constructed solidly and with extraor- 
dinary care. Steel and cement enter largely into 
the building elements, and American practica- 
bility with French art have been combined in 
such a way as to make a beautiful whole. 
Water chutes. a scenic railway, Japanese the- 
atre, diving girls’ show. toboggan slide, lobster- 
bowl, Creation, a trained animal show, a puppet 
show with 600 figures, the battle between the 
Monitor and the Merrimac. a joy wheel, the 
Valais de Rire (Laughing Palace). an Igorrotes 
village, the Mysterious River, the House of 
Nonsense, Foolish Bridge, the Cake Walk. and 
other things, are among the attractions on the 
lot. The scenic railway is one of the longest 
rides of the kind in the world. let alone in Eu- 
Tope, and takes passengers along mountain sides, 
over gorges, through valleys and into tunnels. 
The mountain effect is realistic. Beneath this, 
Winding through subterranean caverns is the 
Mysterious river, also one of the largest similar 
contrivances extant. For the chutes, the boats 
will not be dragged up the incline, but after 
assengers are taken aboard at a decorative 
sanding, they will float down a fittle, winding 
stream to a point directly underneath the 
highest point of the chutes, whence they will 
be lifted by a specially constructed elevator to 
the top. Then, lickety-split down the Incline 
into the water.

Now the Jardin d’Acclimatation is a munici 
pally owned zoological garden, with a number 
of other educational features combined. It has 
been for many years one of the favorite spots 
for family gatherings, and the best families of 
Paris were (and are still) among the chief users 
of this shady and roomy place. 

Some two or three years ago a young show- 
man, well known in America, Ferdinand Akoun, 
got the hunch that this was pretty nearly an 
ideal place for s summer park, so. with this 
bug buzzing in his -n. he anvroached the munic- 
ipal authorities with his plans. 

**‘Look here,”’ he said, ‘‘you’ve already got a 
fine start of a park there. All it needs is a lir- 
tle push back of it and a few new features to 
make it a howling hit. Let me install a few 
educational devices for exhibitions, exhibitions 
which will amuse both young and old, but at the 
same time offer a little instruction along with 
the fun. What say you?” 

At first the officials would not listen to the 
idea, but Akoun didn’t give up. He plugged 
away until he was told that he might see what 
he could do: the officials were willing to risk 
on eye on the thing, very doubtful though of 
the outcome.

Last summer Akoun got his try-out. 
good. Although he was not given as 
free rein at it as he would have liked, still he 
made a big hit. He had an African village as 
his chief attraction, and Parisienns and people 
from all over France when visiting the capita, 


went out to see the black folks. There were 
several other features as well, but not as 
many, as I remarked, as Akoun would have 


liked, 

This year he will broaden out considerably 
He has been allowed greater latitude though iv 
every way he stuck to his original plan of har- 
boring only shows which are entertaining but 
educational at the same time. This, as a mat- 
ter of fact, is a stipulation of the contract he 
has with the officials, so I understand. 

Tremendous activity is in evidence now at 
the Jardin. Akoun is using all this balmy spring 
weather getting ready for his first real summer | 
on the lot. He isn’t there personally, since he 
is now in America on a hurry trip, made neces: | 
sary by affairs connected with one of his star 
attractions. He is going to bring over to Paris | 
one hundred or ove hundred and fifty American 
Indians and all props necessary to a real live 
Indian viilage. This, Akoun told me before leav- 
ing. will be the first time a purely ethnological 
exhibition of these interesting people has been 
made in France. There have been Indians ex- 
hibited but not the Indian in all his crudity, 
living as be lived on the plains and in the for 
ests of North America, with his weird ceremo 
nies, war dances, bow and arrow practice, 
cooking, eating, blanket weaving, clothes mak- 
ing, baby tending, youth educating, and sv on, 
such as this exhibit proposes to be. 

The Klondike ig the title given another big 
attraction. Here will be seen a typical for- 
north village, with its miners’ huts and mixed | 
races for population, dogs, gledges, etc. Jl'lacer 
mining will be carried on, howies exactly how 
the Klondikers panned out their dust, washing 
the gravel and sand from the beds of streams. 
To give the place the last touch of local color 


necessary to its completion Akoun wil! intro- 
duce a few real Esquimaux. This will be a 
brand new stunt in France, if not in Europe 
generally. 

Among the other educational features of an 
entirely novel nature will be the police dogs 
and custom official dogs, which will give jaily 
exhibition of their skill and courage. There are 


no dogs in the world so wel] trained in this par- 
ticular line of work than the Paris police dogs. 
In actual, every-day life they make the most 
sensational ‘‘arrests.’’ and not a week passes 
without its story of how this or that dog (whose 
Dames are a® well known, by the way. as those 
of prominent persons) having saved the life of 
a policeman. This week one of these dogs 
pounced upon two ‘‘apaches’"’—Iaris cut-throats 
—just as they were in the act of stabbing a bat 
merchant on his way home at night. The ani- 
mal not only drove the men from their victim, 


but “‘arrested’’ both the thugs and held them 
until the human policeman arrived, as he did 
soon, hearing the dog's calls for help. As each 


thug was afraid to move, and neither being 
willing to sacrifice himself to the dog's sharp 
teeth in order that the other might make his es- 
cape, both men were captured. 

It is the work of dogs of this sort that will 
be one of the big attractions this spring at the 
Jardin. The custom house dogs are of a similar 
sort being trained in the art of detecting fraud 
workers, They are particularly effective at the 


gates of Paris, where duty must be pald on all 
meats, fish, game, poultry, butter, oll, 
and, in short, most everything. They win by 
their noses where the police might otherwise 
fail completely. 

Akoun believes the best kind of a season Is 
ahead of him. 

LUNA PARK. 

The third park to be in operation here this 
summer will be Luna Park, the first resort of 
the kind to open its gates In Paris. It will have 
many of the same features this year as last. 
Among the personne] are to be found some well- 
known American park men, men whose names 
The Billboard has mentioned before several 
times, This fun enclosure has two successful 
seasons to its credit and another is very prob- 
ably on the threshold. 


OUTDOOR THEATRES. 


Circuses, as I have said, shut up shop ip 
France with the coming of warm weather, and 
the performers hike over to America princi- 
pally for a summer engagement in the land of 
real, sure-enough circuses. Therefore, it is cer- 
tainly a novelty in more ways toan one, this 
rolling, strolling theatre of Gemier's, which 
will start out one day soon to be gone all sum. 
mer, playing on the vacant corner lot in every 
town worthy the name in France. So thie may 
be considered as strictly a summer attraction. 

The ambulent theatre, invented by ——_ 
and perfected by Moliere, has come to life 
again. Mollere brought this theatre, which 
strolled by way of country roads from town 
to town and emall city to small city, to a 
high perfection, but abandoned it when he came 
to Paris witu it and Varis refused to let bim 
leave again, so well did it like the show. Gem- 
fer has gone Moliere one better, or rather sev- 
eral better, for he not only has a very successful 
theatre in Paris, but he is going to shut this 
up for the summer and take to the high road 
with his highly improved ambulent playhouse. 

The theatre has already been built. Only the 
finishing touches of paint are necessary, and 
they are now being added. The stage is big, 
deep and lighted as well as are nine-tenths of 
matter how rich they be. Car loads of scenery, 
costumes, properties and all things necessary 
to a first-class repertoire company’s work and 
comfort, will be taken along the road. Cares 
with rubber tires are, of course, all specially 


built. and there are dressing rooms and living 
quarters for the artists thereon Fight auto 
mobiles, or, more properly speaking, traction 


engines, of good speed, will draw the outfit from 
place to place A first-class electric licht plant 
for lighting the auditorium and stage ts inclod- 
ed. The seating arrangement is more comfort- 
able than many of the so-called first-class play- 
houses of the Parix boulevards and a single tier 
of boxes are arranged for on each side of the 
stage. Over 1,600 persons can be seated. Twenty 
cars will carry this and the crew for patting 
it up and taking it down 

As for the company Gemier will take thus o@ 
the road, it might be said In passing that it will 
be composed of absolutely first-class players 
chosen from the best theatres of Paris. The 
plays will be some of the classics and some of 
the modern up-to-the-minute boulevard hits. 

Unlike the cities throughout the United 
States. there is hardly a place outside of Paris 
in France which bas a really good playhouse.

Gemier has already mapped out what he Is 
going to do summer after next, the season of 
1912. Instead of plays he will do light operas, 
and Mme. Lucienne Breval, one of the greatest 
singers In France, has even now put herself on 
record as one of those who will sing along the 
highways of France such roles as Carmen, teach- 
ing the people what real singing is. This scheme 
of Gemier's Is bound to do all theatres good, for 
it's a great educator. 


STREET FAIRS. | 


As I have started out by saying. street fairs 
in France are not summer shows any mure than 
they are winter shows. We have them all the 
time. They make more money perhaps in the 
summer. because the weather is more conducive 
to remaining out of doors, but they don't lose 
money in the winter. | wish to add, lest some 
one should think they do. There are two or 
three big aggregations, and, of course, many 
little ones, in the game, and the best of them, 
to my way of thinking, are better than our 
best in the States. The shows are bigger and 
more substantial. They are ‘‘heavier’’ looking, 
For example, where most of our street fairs 
use canvas fronts, the better class of ‘‘Fete 
Foralne,”’ or street fair here, uses ornate fronts 
of wood, carved after the fashion of circus wa- 
gon sides. The carousels are larger, ag a rule, 
and are of far greater variety. There is the 
up bill.and-down hin auto ride, the rocking 
boats, the galloping ponies, the swinging chains 
with seats attached, etc. We have these kind | 
at parks In the States, but seldom with the 
street fairs. | 

And right there is the reason for the superior- 
ity of the French street fair game. In Amer- 
ica summer parks have taken the place of street 
fairs to a large extent In the cities. Only the 
smaller cities and towns pow go in for the street 
fairs, and, of course, these fairs can not afford 
such heavy outfits. At one part of Paris, or an 
other for example, there is a street fair going 
on TWO MONTHS out of twelve. For two 
weeks it will be in Montmartre, then two weeks 
at the Place de la Republique, then two weeks 
somewhere else, and so on. Imagine, if you can. 
New York or Chicago without an amusement 


park of any kind and you. owning a street 
fair, had a permit to play here and there, in 
cholce locations in the city. two months in the 


year. It’s a cinch you'd have a pretty heavy | 
street fair yourself. Yet that’s the situation 
here, or at least it was until a year or so ago. 
before the first amusement park was built. 

As to attractions carried, they are about the | 
same as in the States. No better and no worse. 
The same “‘Roscos,’* etc.. cane and knife racks, 
shooting galleries, and so on. 

ROLLER RINKS. | 

Some of the roller rinks of France wil! remain 
open throughout the spring and perhaps the 
summer. One or two fn Paris will tempt fate 
and try the warm weather game anyhow.

No sport has so much gained 
favor in Germany as skating, both on ice and 
on roller skates, Unfortunately for American 
capital, the only roller skating rink which was 
established by the Americans, Crawford and 
Wilkins, in the fashionable Kurfustendamm, 
and then transferred to Cockrane, was a com- 
plete failure. The reason of it is to be found 
n the fact that Berlin, having the best paved 
streets in the world, roller skating can be car- 
ried on on every street or garden—and also be-

|cause the Germans were not willing to pay the 


high entrance price for roller skating when, for 
about the same price, they could skate on ice. 


The Eis-Palast, which was built in 1907, 
is perhaps the most modern and fashionable 
ice rink in Europe. In connection with the rink 
there is a cinematograph and a _ restaurant. 
Everything is gorgeous. Carnivals and festivals 
are almost daily given, and besides the good 
many professors (Swiss, Swedes and Austrians) 
the management gives almost daily exhibitions 
of professional skaters, true virtuosi on the ice. 
One of the big hits of this season was the bull 
fight on skates. 


The financial success of the Ejis-Palast has 
been so great that it has created envy. d so 
this year a greater ice rink, the Sport-Palast, 
on the busy Postdame Strasse, has been inaugu- 
rated. It is an imitation of the Eis-Palast, but 
instead of catering to aristocratic clientele, Is 
a more popular place. The vogue of ice skating 
is so great here that there is no doubt that 
both places will do guccessful business. 


It was only last year that an attempt was 
made to introduce the American amusement park 
in Germany. For many reasons it was, from 
start, a great success. The location was 
luckily chosen, for Halensee (where Luna Park 
is) is one of the most fashionable suburbs of 
Berlin and at the same time can be reached 
in many easy ways—the elevated trains, the 


| auto bus, the electric car, etc. 


It was also a revolution in the amusement 
ways of the German, who generally looks for 
quiet and placid pastimes. e strenuous ‘nno- 
vations of Luna Park in exciting his curiosity 
created a great influx of visitors. These do 
not belong to the laboring classes but mostly to 
the middle bourgeois and clerks. It was at 
first thought that the 10 cent entrance and 
then the 10 cent overcharge for each attraction 
would be a hindrance. But the water chutes 
the joy rider, the witching waves, the mirror 
maze, the tickler, etc., were so many Dew 
+ that they could not resist the tempta- 
tion. 

The great hit of Luna Park, however, was the 
negro village. The Gretchens’ predilection for 
colored people is proverbial. Last year it 
found a ready ground of experiment, The ‘‘nig- 
gers’’ had never a better time in their lives. 
They were filled with candies, rings, and all 
kinds of presents. Some Gretchens went so far 
as to make dates with them, and at night, af- 
ter the closing hour, they came to wait for the 
“loving nigger.’" At a certain moment the 
police had to step in and forbid the niggers to 
go out unless accompanied by a policeman who 


” | was entrusted with the colored gentleman‘s vir- 


tue. 

From what it is said, the police will not 
allow this year the exhibition of a negro vil- 
lage. It means a big loss for the management. 


The devil's wheel, which had such a big suc-

We have reached a period when amusement 
ingenuity has been practically exhausted, and 
it is the best practice to-day to properly main 
tain that which we already have. Where build- 
ings have been erected entirely of wood, often | 
with wood foundations, when the work is being 
renewed or replaced it should be done in 
somewhat permanent manner. In most parks it 
is generally as cheap to put in concrete founda- 
tions and. in many cases concrete floors, as it 
is to renew the wooden ones. Floors and foun- 
dations once renewed in this manner will last 
for a long time. We have found the best roof- 
ing material for park buildings to be one of the 
high grade composition roofing material, it is 
the most flexible. Good roofing of this class 
will last ten years or more, can be more easily 
repaired and the Initial expense is less than 
half the cost of a good metal or shingle roof, 
and we might also add that composition roofs 
command the same fire insurance rates as metal 
roofing. Painting. we think, should be mostly

The amusement features of a park may be 
under several headings, riding devices, 
theatre, so-called paid shows, free shows and 
free amusements. Park amusements, one 
might say, are in rather a chaotic condition.

In the matter of devices amusement 
managers throughout the country bave been

| There have been numerous devices patented as 
new, but most of them that have been tried 
have proven unprofitable or impracticable, many 
| of the ideas have never found a development in 
actual construction. The devices have proven 
unprofitable because they were something the 
public did not care to go against, or else they 
were so expensive and cumbersome that the 
earning canacity was not large enough to ade- 
quately remunerate the investor. The profitable 


device has proven rather the exception than 
the rule in these attempted new ideas. 

We do not care to specifically name these 
various devices, though we could actually cite 
the park men to quite a number. The real 
profitable devices remain. the merry-go-round. 
scenic railway and the coaster (under which

These features usually consist of one or two 
acts, which are given te the patrons during 
that time when the park has its largest at 
tendance for the day and are given in from 
fifteen to thirty minutes, thus permitting the 
patrons to enjoy the other features of the park. 
The cost of these free attractions has been 
frequently considered rather in excess of the 
returns they brought and it is an open question 
in a great many places whether the free at 
traction pays.

the past Several years, we can not see why 
the park should not receive an admission price 
at the gate, when it is donating to the public 
an expensive free amusement. Paid attractions 
In a park, outside of riding devices, add to the 
theme for the advertising manager and thus 
are of some benefit to the park. As a whole, 
10Wever the paid attraction barely supports it 
self We are. of course, referring to the 
average park. There are a few parks where 
paid attractions earn considerable money. 

In the wooded park. where the patrons ex 
pect to enjoy the fresh air and the rest from 
the city. the average patron does not care to be 
housed in a hot building twenty to thirty min 
utes for the purpose of seeing something that 
certainly is not new. The amusement park has 
hed a run now of about fifteen years and the 
public has seen nearly everything that has been 
exhibited or invented during this period. They 
never tire of the outdoor recreation as they 
vo of these paid attractions; if they did there 
would be little left that the park man could 
hone for, and for this reason parks should have 
ample space and equipment set aside for the 
rienicer and in these places a few small de 
vices for the children’s amusement. a_ liberal 
free supply fresh water and tables an 
benches upon which the picenicer may enjoy 
his home-made spread. 


THE COASTER AS AN INVESTMENT. 

By the above ix meant any such class of rides 
known as the figure eight forest coaster, 
scenic railway, mountain railway. racer dips. 
ete. All rides which are not scenic railways 
or mountain railways are called the coaster or 
coaster dip. 

The coaster din is usually built on much 
less ground area than the seenic railway. For 
instance. a good-sized figure eight can be built 
on a 100-ft by 300 ft. space. and a racer dip 
on a space of about 125 feet by 300 feet. A 
racer dip is nothing more or less than a double 
coaster in which two sets of machinery are em- 
nloyed and two sets of cars. The coaster car 
is usually built to carry four passengers. some 
are built to carry six passengers: they can 
also be operated in tandem, that is. twe cars 
coupled together. 

The ordinary coaster or scenic railway. where 
eonesition is not too marked. on its first intro- 
duction in an amusement park. will usually 
earry about fiftvw per cent. of the total attend 
ance at the park. This number. as a rule, will 
decrease from vear to year until those carried 
amount to about twenty per cent. of the total 
attendance,

cities of 50.000 to 100.000 ponnlation that a 
coaster of th's character has earned more than 
one half of the above amount during a season 

A donble coaster, or such as is known as a 
racer dip. would not earn twice the amount of 


a single coaster, but probably 30 to 50 per cent 
in excess of the single coaster, which would 
be from $35.000 to $40,000 per season. This 
calculation, of course, is based on the operation 
during the seasorin which the device is in 
stalled, and on the estimate of having carried 
™) per cent. of the attendance at the park. 
which is usually reduced abont 10 per cent. 
from year to vear, and about the third year the 
number is reduced about 20 per cent. of the 
total attendance at the park. afterward re- 
meining about stationar~. 

Concerning scenic railways. the earning 
capacity in proportion to the investment is 
about equal. The ordinary scenic railway costs 
about $25,000 to $30,000, carrying from 24 to

30 passengers to a train 
mum operating conditions, 
operated in three minutes. or eighty trains per 
hour, which with 24 passengers to a_ train 
would make a carrying capacity of 1.900 or 
2.000 per hour. The fare on the seenic railway 
is usually 10¢ per person, thus it would have 
a maximum earning canacity of $180 to $200 
per hour, four hours per day at $180 per hour 
would be $720, and 120 dave in a season would 
make an earning of $86,400. We are frank 
to admit, however, that the average scenic raill- 
Way does not take In in excess of one-third of 
that amount. unless located in a very good lo- 
eality, under which cireumstances scenic rail- 
ways have been known to take in more than 
the amount mentioned In one season. 

We neglected to state above that coasters fn 
some locations are able to charge 0c per ride 
per person, which would materially increase the 
receipts, though such localities where 10¢ may 
be charged are quite few. 

Coasters and scenic railways are usually built 
entirely of wood. It is advisable for the owner 
to build of the best material and where possible 


foundations should be built of concrete or 
stone. The wood should be long leaf yellow 
pine, surfaced on all sides and painted. The 


dimension members should all be bolted together 
instead of being nailed, 


We might add further that a coaster costing 
from $8,000 to $10,000 has been found to pay in 
a number of instances where the surrounding 
population did net exceed 15,000 people. The 
year’s receipts, however, did not amount to 
more than from twenty to forty per cent. of the 
maximum receipts mentioned above. though 
the investment was considered good, as the 
lease would ron for ten vears. Of course it 
must be remembered that the parks usually 
demand from 15 to forty per cent. of the gross 
receipts for their proportion of the earnings 
as rental, the difference in percentage varying 
with the local conditions, and a possibility of 
large or small earnings.

big climb, they did not return freely. So 1 set 
about to make plans whereby every point of in 
terest would be visited freely, with rest places 
and diverting subjects. The permanent exhibi- 
tion buildings faced’ Elm street; the rear faced 
Plum street, which was 130 feet wide, through 
the center of which ran a canal 40 feet wide, 
known as “The Rhine.”’ I planned to place ex- 
hibition buildings on each side of the canal in 
shed form covered with steel, These were 30 
feet wide, 12 feet high at back and 32 feet high 
at canal edge; the supporting posts were set 
back two feet from the edge of the canal with 
railing in between, each forming a ledge 
which flowers and vines in boxes were placed, 
both sides of the canal being covered with lat- 
tice work extending up to the top of the boxes 
containing flowers, Starting at the 15th street 
bridge a wire net was built to stop all rubbish 
and dirt. 

Then came the dairy exhibit of the French 
Bauer Co., taking up 140 feet on both sides 
then the automobile and motor boats, which 
brought us up to the 14th street bridge, under 
which the visitors passed to a large rest place 
and garden filled with beautiful flowers in 
bloom. with gravel walks, fountains, etc., wit! 
bridges provided to cross the canal. This space 
was 10) feet along the canal opposite th 
rear of the permanent machinery hall. 

Next came the Fire Fighters on Ship and 
Shore, a new gigantic fire spectacle, the grand- 
stand seating 1,800 arranged with a double ar- 
cade underneath same for passage way, booths, 
etc. The stand was at the vear of Music Hall 
and was one of the first things built and its 
floors and seats contained boxes in which tlow 
ers and vines were growing. for decoration< 
The grand-stand extended from the rear of 
Music Hall to the curb stone of the street 
which was paved. The fire show building 
were constructed along the edge of the canal 
and in the canal. On a canal boat was buil' 
a full-sized ocean steamer, which, during the 


action of the show, took fire from an explosion | 


and was then pulled out while 
were playing their streams on it. The flames 
from the ship started the building on 
wharf afire, this fire being put out by regular 
firemen after they rescue the inmates. 

Next to the Fire Show was a garden. At the 
rear of the Fire Show on the opposite side of 
the canal was a promenade 450 feet long cov 
ered with vines and filled with seats. chairs. 
restaurant. booths. ete.. for the family folks. 
This promenade also cared for the circulation 
of visitors on the west side of the canal. 
Next came the Hippodrome Building, seating 
1,800, extending over the canal at sufficient 
height to allow boats to pass underneath. Un 
der the seats on the east side was a large ar- 
eade arranged so that all the small ponies and 
carriages used by the liliputian circus were 
on exhibition to the public and also a bally-hoo 
for the show. Runways extended from the ar- 
cade to the west end or stage. 
was formed in the areade and driven up the

measure in lumber and material and keep each 
job supplied.

After the building was finished its material 
was then checked up, three vouchers were Is 
sued for every order of material. One went to 
the dealer, one to the auditor and one retained 
ir the office before the bills were paid, to which 
must be attached the voucher; it was approved 
by the material men who received same, the 
bookkeeper who entered same and by myself 

When payrolls were made up separate checks 
were issued to each name by the bank which 
acted as treasurer. When the men were to be 
paid two men were sent from the bank, one 
with the individual checks, the other with 
money to cash same. The checks were dis 
tributed to the men on the job by time keepers 
As each man came up to the pay window he en 
dorsed his check, handed it in and at the next 
window received his money in cash. Each 
building was in charge of a superintendent, who 
in turn employed a foreman, who in turn em 
ployed workmen. The greatest trouble I had 
was with organized labor and often changed a 
whole building plan to avoid trades making 
trouble. But there were many good. loyal, 
honest men. Once during my absence from the 
works a strike was called that caused a loss 
of $900 in wages to the men in one day, yet 
this trouble was fixed by the payment of $20 
by one of the superintendents. From these em 
ployees can be setected good attendants and 
watchmen during the exposition It is best to 
have men who are familiar with each other and 
the grounds. We ran a four-inch line of water 
pipe on each side of the canal, full length of 
grounds. At the end of each length of pipe we 
put in a tee with which connections could be 
made any place. These pipes were not under 
ground, but lay along the edge of the canal. 
At every two lengths a hose connection for one- 


inch hose, fifty feet long. was made for fir: 
| protection. 
During the exposition these pipes were in 


charge of the men who installed them. 

After the exposition was over everything was 
eold in lots, as it lay, by auction. and de 
posits taken to insure removal in ten days.

Effects of travel and transportation on the 
wild animal?

How to regulate temperature? It is not so

eative haunts is often sufficient transition, The 
proper feeding is here of great importance to 
maintain them in good condition, and also en 


able them to stand the climatic changes 


Another question I have often been asked Is, 
flow the dread of leaping through a circle ot 
fre can be overcome with wild animals, or 
jumping over hurdles of flames? The natural 
dread of fire, and their antipathy towards it, 
Makes this a very tedious, diMcult and danger 
ous lesson In this case the animal ts driven 
into a corner of the training cage, then bar 
tiers are placed around it. The only way of 
egress being through an tron hoop which Is 
suspended from above After the trainer has 
succeeded in driving the animal through the 
hoop a number of times, rope that has been 
wound around the hoop and saturated with oll, 
's then ignited, forming now a hoop of fire. The 
animal, by force of habit, and also realizing 
from former experience the way out without 
anything harming It, passes generally without 
further trouble After severe! trials, the bar- 
tlers are then taken away When the pupil has 
given satisfaction to his trainer, this one re 
wards him with a strip of meat as sign of sat 
f*factlon and encouragement, 


than others to grasp | 


Another «question is, What is the best tem- 
perament for a trainer? First, and this abso- 
lutely, a trainer who would have to depend upon 
artificial courage, due to stimulants, before en- 
tering the arena, must always be checked or re- 
jected. A self-possessed, courageous and level 
headed man of calm temperament, is the best 
to depend on. But, of course, methods differ 
with temperaments, and are guided by them. 
These rules apply equally as well to lady train 
ers. 

A question that bas not been put to me this 
time, but that I will answer, as I am positive 
is in the mind of many, and that is the supposi- 
tion of doping or drugging of wild animals, I 
have never drugged a wild for training purposes, 
hote to my knowledge have ever used this meth- 
od. It is an erroneous belief, and I have never 
known it to be done. It is expected of every 
practical wild animal! trainer to be possessed 
of the knowledge necessary for the treatment of 
ailments peculiar to his charges. Therefore, day 
after day, he must make himself more familiar 
with their condition, prescribe accordingly, and 
it is only when absolutely needed, that a veter- 
inary is called, and if an operation is deemed 
necessary for its safe accomplishment and hu- 
manity towards the animal, seme times narcot- 
ies are used, but this is the only case in which 
they are applied. 

The popularity of wild animal training in the 
United States? Today, wild animal] training is 
no more a question of curiosity alone, but a 
marked interest is shown in the methods, ability 
and knowledge of the training and trainers, 

The present status? It wants a new incentive. 

Future status? If new wild animal acts are 
trained, extraordinary in number, or perfection 
in training comes to light, the trained wild ani- 
mal attraction will receive new impetus. 

Accidents seen and experienced? 1 have seen 
trainers attacked by wild animals, injured more 
or less, and in more or less dramatic circum- 
stances, injured sumetimes unto death. for in 
the arena, the trainer is as far from effective 
help as alone in the ferest. 

Te trained wild animal show as a park at- 
traction? At the present time, trained wild ani- 
mal shows of merit are so few that parks com- 
pete for them. It would be a matter of intelli- 
gent business to have a good wild animal at- 
traction in every park of standing. as this will 
sawrays pay, always attract and interest the pub- 
ie. 

Trained wild anima] acts as circus and vaude- 
ville attractions? A well-appointed wild animal 
act ought to be on the program of every circus 
and vaudeville performance, 

I recall a little incident that may interest. 
Once during a performance with the famous 
twenty-seven lions, and while specially busy 
with one of them in the center of the arena, 
all the others grouped on their respective pedes- 
tals, my attention was called to one of them 
jumping off his seat and going toward the far 
end corner of the arena, where he began pawing 
from side to side, first with one paw. and theu 
with the other Upen investigation I found 
this to be » young sparrow, not harmed in the 
least. The mother sparrow, in the meantime, 
fluttering anxiously and calling to the little 
one from above the arena. I actually took the 
little featherless sparrow from between the 
two huge paws of the lion, who, by the way, 
was the ferocious and untractable Baltimore, 
a very bad lion, who then curiously followed me 
and my wee charge to the opposite side of the 
arena. In the meantime, some of the other 
lioms left their seats and, gathering around, 
were interested onlookers. I then handed the lit- 
tle bird to an attendant outside the arena, who 
restored it to the mother sparrow. Another in- 
cident equally true. By some mistake, an at- 
tendant, instead of going into the den of two 
little lion cubs, as he intended, entered one that 
contained a full-grown tiger that sprang on and 
seriously injured him before help could be given. 
In fact, when help did come, it was useless, 
and just before dying in the tiger's clutches, the 
poor fellow’s last words were: ‘‘It's no use, he 
is too much for me.” 

A typical incident that I recall. that proves 
the fact that a wild animal will not, unless 
famished, devour a dead body, unless it is a 
victim of its own ferocity. A performer, while 
driving his group into the arena from their dens 
through a narrow passageway, was struck and 
thrown down unconscious by a lioness that 
turned back on him. Several shots had been 
fired by him, but as this was a usual occurrence 
when she proved unruly, so as to drive her on 
and prevent her backing on him, nothing was 
thought of it, and we only bevame anxious when 
a great silence followed the shots. All the an- 
imals were in the arena except thig lioness and 
the trainer. Two other trainers and myself 
rushed to the passageway, fired at the lioness 
and drove her from the prostrate form that she 
was gazing at. but not touching, though lying 
very near, watching for any sign of life, his he- 
ing unconscious saved him. 

Referring again to the questions made abeut 
training, the keynote of all is the fearlessness 
of the trainer, the patience he displays, and his 
ability to infuse confidence in the captured 
wards of the forest and jungles. .

Was the case a year ago because of the im 
provement that has been made in machipes as 
Well as the increase in skill of the aviaters 


themselves. 

Aside from the financial side of flying ex- 
bibitions—and that is the side that has made 
other results possible—they have been the means 
of educating the public in the latest science. 
By no other means could the aeroplane have 
been introduced so generally to the people. 
Skepticism was the rule even after the news 
papers had published glowing accounts of the 
early flights, and the aviators on returning to 
earth at many of the exhibitions have been 
greeted with the remark: “Well, sir, I've heard 
about fivVing and read about it, but I never 
would have believed you could de what you 
have, if I bad not seen it with my own eyes.” 


A peculiar phase of this educational work 
of the aeroplane in the amusement field i- 
the fact that it has, in many cases. proven 


too easy te overcome skepticism. Much of th 
public is inclined to become over-educated, or, 
at least, over confident. It is not taken into 
consideration that the exhibition is given by a 
well-trained aviator, and fiyving looks so easy 
that the first impulse is to imitate the bird- 
man. This is proven by the large number of ap 
plications that are invariably made following 
an exhibition by both men and women—yes, 
quite a number of womea—who are ambitious 
te handle the machine themselves, or be taken 
up as passengers. 
ying is not an acrobatic stunt, and on the 
other hand, it is not quite so easy as it looks. 
is necessary, just as it is necessary 
learn before one may ride a bicycle, A cer- 
tain instinct, which most of us have latent, a 
sense of equilibrium must be developed, and 
the manipulation of the machine to control it 
as this sense directs must be learned. 
Exhibition flights during the past year have 
been widespread in their educational effect upon 
the public. This is evidenced by the fact 
that the Curtiss aviators alone have made 
fiights in nearly one hundred cities of over seven 


thousand inhabitants and including more than 
half the cities of more than one hundred 
thousand population. In nearly a score of 
these, return engagements have been filled. 


Curtiss aviators have taken part in meets in 
forty-three of the one hundred largest citie<« 
in the country. and aviators flying Wright and 
other machines have flown in tweive of the re- 
maining fifty-seven largest cities. 

The total population of the cities In which 
flights have been given is more than thirty 
taillions. Taking the showman's system of 
figuring that ten per cent. of the population 
drawn on visits a good, well-advertised attrac- 
tion. over three million people have paid an 
average of one dollar apiece to see aviators in 
flight in the year 1910. 

t is y. robable that this estimate is conserva- 

e 


tive. territory drawn on for aeroplane ex- 
bibitions {s frequently wider than that cov 
ered by any other attraction. Railroads, ap- 


preciating the 


value of the aeroplane as a 
drawing card. 


have frequently extended their 
usual excursion rate radius and in some cases 
Bumbers of people have traveled across the 
continent to be present at some of the larger 


meets. 

In Cleveland. 0., where McCurdy and Ely 
flew on the Sunday following the centennial! 
celebration of Cuyahoga county. {!t was esti 
mated that their flights were watched by crowds 
numbering more than half the city’s popula- 
tion. and on the three days preceding their ex- 
hibition had been attended by thousands of 
out-of-town visitors. Nearly a half a million 
in a single day watched Glenn H. Curtiss mak» 
his famous “fifty-mile flight over the sea’’ at 
Atlantic City last July, and fully as many saw 
him in his flight from Euclid Beach to Cedar 
Point. 0.. and return over Lake Erie in August 

But it has not always been the ‘dig stunts’ 
that have had the biggest results in propor 
tion. One of the most remarkable exhibition< 
that has heen given was MeCurdy’s in a Lon- 
isiana town of 1,019 inhabitants. For his on 
day’s fixing the aviator received $1.000 and 
the exhibition was voted such a success ft! 
Plans were immediately started to have a 
return engagement 

At New Orleans. Atlanta. Mobile and other 
cities. the birdmen have participated in meets 
held under the auspices of newspapers. and th~ 
amusement attractions have been transformed’ 
into gigantic business boomers. the merchants 
taking occasion to state throngh the newsna 
pers that they had done more business during 
the flights than on any other occasion. 
velue of the meets in drawing crowds to a 
ety and the increased business resulting 
one of the Iimnortant advantages of aeroplane 
flights over other amusement attractions. 

At Warehouse Point. Conn., in August, an 
aeroplane exhibition was given by one of the 
Curtiss aviators under the auspices of a trolley 
company. The backers of the meet got rich 
returns from the increased patronage of their 
road on the day the flights were made. and the 
= profits were turned over to a charitable 
nstitution. making for it one of the largest 
single donations of the vear. This is only one 


instance where the returns from flights have | 


been turned over to charity. 

Not the least important result cf placing the 
aeroplane in the amusement field is the an- 
propriation of $125.000 recently made by Cong- 
ress for the purchase of aeronlanes and experi 
mental work for the army. For two years per 
sons interested in the advance of aviation in 
this country had attemnted to force through a 
similar appropriation withont success. 

In June of last year. Mr. Curtiss conducted a 
series of military aeroplane experiments over 
Lake Keuka. at Hammondsnort, N. Y., drop 
ping bombs from various altitudes with a dum 
my battleship anchored in_ the lake as his 
target. These were the first bomb-dronpine 
experiments ever tried, and they demonstrate! 
the possibilities of an aviator striking a tar- 
get with destructive explosives to such ad 
vantage that similar exneriments were intro 
@uced as a feature at many of the meets and 
exhibitions held during the remsinder of the 
year. Other military experiments were also 


troduced. 

During the meet held at 
Bay race track during the latter part of 
August. Lientenant J. EB. Fickel. U. 8S. A.. flew 
with Mr. Curtiss over a target spread on t* 
ground and fired at the bull’s eye with a regu

The wind was puffy and 
flight unsteady as a result, but the marksman- 
ship was surprising!y good under these con- 
ditions. This experiment was not intended to 
demonstrate that the aeroplane is practical as 
an attacking machine, but Lieutenant Fickel 
said: 

“Aeroplanes are going to be used in the next 
great war, and the beginning of the first import- 
ant battle will probably be a battle between 
the aeroplane forces of the opposing armies. 
We can't very well shoot at a fellow in another 
aeroplane for practice, but what I wanted to 


show, and what I did show, is that we can 
shoot from a machine in flight and hit some- 
thing. It would probably be much easier to 


hit another aeroplane flying at nearly the same 
level. or to pick out the man in it, than it was 
to hit the mark I fired at on the ground.”’ 
These and other similar experiments recent- 
ly tried at meets or exhibitions were convinc- 
ing proof to army and Davy experts that the 
aeroplane will be a useful adjunct to the na- 
tion’s fighting forces.

When he received word of MecCurdy’s ac- 
complishment, Glenn H. Curtiss was not par- 
ticipating In any meet but was pursuing experi- 
ments which will broaden the scope of the aero- 
plane in the amusement field. As a result of his 
efforts at San Diego. Cal.. he now has an 
aeroplane which will start equally well on land 
or water. and travel at great speed in the air. 
In fact. on land it can be ron as fast as an 
automobile. In the water it will ontdistance any 
power boat and in the air it will keep up with 
any but the speediest of machines. 

This ‘‘three-element macbine.’’ as was 
called by one of Mr. Curtiss’s army pupils. 
gives opportunity for aeroplane exhibitions 
where none could be given before. Many fairs, 
parks and resorts planned for aeroplane flight< 
last year. but when it came to making the book 
ings, several of them could not offer the very 
necessary advantage of suitable grounds. In 
many places of this kind where lack of fir 
ing grounds would still be an obstacle, suitable 
bodies of water will now be utilized, and some 
of the most interesting exhibitions of the 
year will be over lakes, rivers or the ocean it 
self. An aeroplane that arises from or alight< 
on the water; can be maneuvered like a motor 
boat, and may be driven over the ground, will 
be as novel a sight this year as was even a 
short flight a year ago.

A trip to the 
ferrotype companies soon shows us a huge 
amount of stock on hand. ready for the orders 
of the men who make their living by taking 
ferrotype photographs At the New York Fer 


rotype Company all is alive, and bustling for 
the season that Is now upon them, The National 
Photograph Machine Company is also engrossed 
head over heels in business. W. S. Mountford, 
who has recently enlarged his factory, adding 
an extra story, and installing some of the lat- 
est devices with which to give his customers 
superior satisfaction, has an astounding array 
of machines and ferrotype plates packed up in 
boxes awaiting the express men As an exam- 
ple of the immense opportunities extended 
through the operation of parks and fairs through- 
out the country, we might well look Into this 
allied industry for a few brief moments, 


Automatic photography dates back about 
twenty years, at which time a man whose name 
has been momentarily forgotten procured an 
American patent under an Italian cognomen 
Later a man by the name of Benson secured a 
patent on a single solution cup, under the name 
of Benson & Goldstein. The former was prob 
ably the first man to operate a machine on the 
street In 1908 Mr. Mountford made bis first 
button machine, then called the Photoscope. The 
salability of this photographic device was mirac- 


nlous, and a large factory at 114 West 324 
street. with the main offices at Broadway and 
37th street, were ably supported. In 1904 the 


Photoscope was one of the most important con- 
cessions at the St, Louis Exposition. The fol- 
lowing year thie business went to Ruffalo. N. 
Y.. W. S. Mountford going along tn charge of 
the mechanical end of the firm of M. 8S. Kline. 
In 1905 Mr. Mountford bought the sole man- 
agement and moved his firm, one year later, to 
their present location, 100 Maiden Lane, later 
changing the name to the New York Photoscope 
Company. In 1908 {!t was that he pregented 
his single solution Camerascope to the market. 
The machine Itself had now been brought to per- 
fection, the one great remaining difficulty being 
the procuring of good ferrotype plates. It 
was impossible for any manufacturer to coat 
these evenly, whick was necessarily a big fac- 
tor toward suecess Mr. Mountford started to 
work upon this seeming obstacle and was finally 
rewarded with success at the close of last year. 
Tt had Indeed been a great source of worry to 
all the users of the Camerascope and similar 
button machine tnatruments that these plates 


conld not all be developed by the same strength 
solution,

quiring a more diluted solution 
a-more concentrated solution.

All of the many ice skaters who have achieved 


International fame, we can not attempt to men- 
tion in this article. The list is long and the 
successes registered by the individual skaters 
cover a period of many years, Perhaps the most 
noted ice skater the world has ever known is 


Norval Baptie. He has held the world’s cham- 
pionship for more than twenty years, and his 
record indicates that he is today in better con- 
dition than at any period during his career. It 
is remarkable for an athlete following so stren- 
uous a sport to hold a record for this length of 
time. ere are a few baseball players, in 
eluding Cy Young, who are exceptions in their 
field, but the Bathgate flyer stands at the head 
of his class. Edmond Lamy and Morris Wood 
are dangerous rivals of Norval Baptie, but 
yet neither of these experts have been able to 
wrest the highly prized laurels held by him. 
There are others who deserve the reputations 
they enjoy, but space will not permit us mention- 


“, them. 

he principal ice skating palaces of America 
are so complete in their equipment that com- 
parison is hardly possible. The Elysium, at 
Cleveland, is one of the largest artificial ice 
rinks in America. It has an ice surface of 90x 
240 feet. It is operated by the Humphrey Co., 
which also controls Euclid Beach, a popular 
amusement park, and H. C. Shannon is man- 
ager. The largest crowd that ever gathered at 
this rink numbered 4,500 people. 

The Boston Arena is the peer of American ice 
palaces. Its skating surface is 990x242 feet, 
a trifle more than that of the Elysium. This 
magnificent rink has been in operation only fif- 
teen months, but during this short period it has 
been very successful. Its location is such as 
to be easily accessible to all, One distinctive 
feature of which the Arena boasts is that it 
has the only enclosed artiticial ice curling rink 
in the world. 


The Chicago Ice Palace is now centrally lo- 
cated, therefore, while it is well attended, does 
not meet with the success that it would, were 
it possible to be more easily reached. Some of 
the most renowned skaters have been seen at 
this rink. 

The St. Nicholas Rink at New York, and the 
Duquesne Gardens at Pittsburg are among the 
most important of American ice palaces, which 
have enjoyed successful careers. 

The Detroit Arena, which was opened Decem- 
ber 3, is the last word in the artificial ice skat- 
ing rink construction. Its success will un- 
doubtedly be as great as its older contem- 

raries Backed by a comprehensive know- 
edge of what is necessary in construction and 
Management, its promoters are sanguine for 
a very successful run of many seasons. Al! that 
brains, energy and capital can do to promote 
the game, are in back of the new rink. 

In conclusion it may be well to offer a few 
pertinent hints to those who contemplate en- 

ing in the rink business. Don't be drawn 
nto the game by prospects of big returns from 
hockey and other games, and design and con- 
struct your building small accordingly. Your 
skating surface should be a least 90x200 with 
a seating capacity of about 2,500. 

Don't be misled by inexperienced operators; 
secure the services of men competent to design, 
construct and operate. 

A refrigerating plant has never been in- 
stalled and proven a success where the purchaser 
did net employ an expert mechanic. 

The same strict regulations which prevail 
in any first-class amusement resort must be 
strictly observed in a skating rink. 

Never make the price of admission more than 
that charged for skates, unless the attraction 
you are offering is of a superlative merit. 

~*~ meee featured attractions are very 
beneficial. 

Good music is a prime factor—have a 4 
of it and of such a tempo that your skaters 
can skate to, and with it. 

The promiscuous use of passes and compli- 
mentaries should not be encouraged. Use dis- 
cretion in putting them out but never issue com- 
plimentaries ‘‘good for skates.’’

Wright was made president and Orville Wright 
vice-president. An exhibition department was 
formed in the Wright Company and business so- 
licited. 

The aviators were then engaged, and in or 
der to give them the necessary instructions and 
practice, a training station was established at 
Montgomery, Ala., where it was possible to fly 
every day in the warm sunlight. These avia- 
tors were instructed and trained by Orville 
Wright personally, and in a remarkably short 
space of time they became quite expert in the 
handling of the aeroplanes. The attempted ex- 
hibitiong that had been given in the United 
States by unlicensed aviators up to this time 
had created a great amount of dissatisfaction 
on the part of the public, on account of the in- 
ability of the aviators to fly on schedule time, 
or to perform as the public had expected. In s0- 
liciting for business, tne Wright Company rep- 
resentatives experienced considerable difficulty, 
and no little opposition on account of the ex- 
hibitions referred to, and it very soon became 
apparent that unless the Wright machine was 
able to do very much better than its competit- 
ors, there would be little, if any, money col- 
lected on the contracts taken. 


Greater attention was given to the training | 


of aviators than would at first seen necessary in 
order to insure against failure or inability to 
fly on schedule time. This additional coaching 
and training cost the Wright Company consid- 
erable time and many thousands of dollars. 

The greatest spirit of friendliness existed be- 
tween the aviators, and as one aviator would 
become skilled in certain stunts, the others 
would immediately try to duplicate the feat. 
And in this manner a friendly rivalry existed, 
which added to, rather than detracted from the 
proposition as a whole 

The first 
machines and new aviators was held at Indian- 
apolis, Ind., at the ~~ ee 4 June 13th 
to 18th inclusive, and during this meet two 
world’s records were broken, one for the short- 
est turn, and the other for altitude. Consider- 
able discussion took place before either feat 
was attempted, but the consent was given and 
Walter Brookins ascended to an altitude of 
about 1,000 feet; he then descended at a very 
steep angle to within 300 feet of the ground, 
and suddenly tilting his machine to an angle 
of about 85 degrees, and by the use of his 


rudder and controls, he made a complete circle | 


in the remarkable time of 6 2-5 seconds, and 
while making the circle he was held in this 
position by centrifugal force, and after crossing 
the imaginary line the second time he brought 
his machine to a horizontal position and sailed 
safely to the ground. 

The following day Brookins ascended to an 
altitude of 4,384 feet, breaking al previous 
altitude of 4,384 feet, 
he again ascended to 4,939 feet. 

The solicitors “- the exhibition department 
had experienced great difficulty in securing en- 
gagements, owing to the fact chiefly that the 
new aviators had no reputation. Quite a num- 
ber of »romoters anticipating a contract for 
the exhibition of the Wright machine in their 
various cities were on hand at Indianapolis and 
witnessed .ue performances day by day. So 
convincing were these performances that a num- 
ber of contracts were closed on the grounds. 

Then followed the meet at Montreal, Can- 
ada, which lasted for a period of ten days, but 
while no world’s records were made or broken, 
the Wright machine demonstrated its suparior- 
ity in flights made every day, and in winds the 
velocity of which prevented any other tpye 
of aeroplane from making flights. 

The next meet of importance was held at At- 
lantic City, N. J., July 8 to 13, 1910, and 
Messrs. Brookins and Coffyn were sent to fill the 
engagement. A contract was entered into on 
a cash basis, providing an altitude of a mile or

on many occasions when the wind was entirely 
too brisk for any other make of machine, John- 


stone could be seen steadly plugging aiong, 
reeling off, mile after mile, while Brookins 
could be seen many thousand feet in the air, 


winning the altitude records for the day. 
The next meet of importance was at Belmont 


Race Track, and here was thoroughly demon 
trated the superiority of the Wright machine 
over any other make, for Johnstone, Hoxsey, 
Parmelee and Brookins were out continually in 
winds, the velocity of which was so great that 
no other aviators dared to take the chance. On 


ove occasion, Arch Hoxsey ascended in the alr, 
followed instantly by Ralph Johnstone, and both 
aviators ascended to an altitude of about seven 
thousand feet, and finally descended 33 miles 
and 52 miles distant respectively, and the re- 
markable part about these flights was that al- 
most immediately upon leaving the ground, both 
machines were blown backward, tail foremost, 
and traveled the entire distance that way, a 
feat that had never been performed in the his- 
tory of aviation, and fortunately both men landed 
without injury to the machine or themselves. 

Brookins, who was driving a faster machine, 
ascended shortly after Hoxsey and Johnstone 
left the ground, and on account of his speed 
was able to stay over the aviation field. 

Due credit should be given to Mr. Hubert 
Latham, who was flying an Antionette mono- 
plane. Latham is at once a gentleman, a thor- 
ough sportsman, and an aviator of unusual merit. 
He alone attempted to compete with the Wright 
aviators, when the wind was high, all others 
kept to their sheds. 

After the Belmont meet,

various departments, and we employ four of our 
owh express cars, a diner and two sleepers, in 
the form of a special train, to travel from city 
to city 

The expense of running an exhibition of this 
character is approximately $4,000 a day and the 
outlay goes on whether the company is booked 
to fly or not. It is, therefore, evident that 
considerable care must be exercised, first in ob- 
taining and employing none but the very best 
aviators, so that the company’s record may be 
clean and the people given their money's worth. 


Second, that at a minimum of numbers a maxi 
mum of mechanical effort will be assured and 
all the machines kept in the best of condition 


aml ready to be flown at any time. 
The transportation burden is a very heavy one, 


of course, and for this reason I believe that 
perhaps within the next two years, if not 
sooner than that, a company such as ours, tour 
ing in a thickly setthd country. will fly their 
machines from town to town at considerably 
less expense and certainly at no greater risk 
than now attaches to railroad travel.

imagination of no man of today, bound 
necessarily is by convention and the needs 
today, is able to encompass the strides that 
will undoubtedly be made with the aeroplane 
in the next ten years. We have already 
achieved speeds of over 100 miles an hour in 
an aeroplane at no risk at all to the pilot. 
With the advent of a reliable and more power 
ful motor than that which we have today, we 
shall have machines capable of flying 150 to 200 
miles an bour for many bours at a time, and 
then we shall be able to cross the Atlantic in 
perhaps fifteen hours, and certainly we shall 
make intercity flights that will give the aero- 
plane a great opportunity from a commercial 
standpoint, As a carrier of special delivery let- 
ters, important diplomatic correspondence, light 
werchandise on which it is desired to make im 
mediate delivery, the flying machine is bound 
soon to come into its own. In other words, the 
aeroplane will beat the railroad train, or the 
automobile, as a means of safe and speedy 
delivery of various kinds of light freights.

ures can be attributed to the lack of grass, 
flowers and trees in the parks. These are de- 
manded and appreciated by the park patrons 
and when the public speaks, it must be heard 
and obeyed if its continued patronage is de 
sired. Already grounds of many parks are being 
extended and rearranged with ample provision 
for trees and grass plots, so that the people can 
find rest and recreation as well as amusement at 
our parks. These they have long sought and 
the argument that they will spend their time 
in the enjoyment of these luxuries, when they 
otherwise would be patronizing the riding de 
vices and other attractions does not hold good 
and is not and can not be supported by exper- 


| Jence, as these added features are attracting new 


patrons in sufficient numbers to more than off- 


set the outley and expense of the improve- 
ments. 
Beginning with the season of 1908, the park 


business was in about the same condition as the 
eil business when John I). Rockefeller entered 
it. It was then known as a precarious busi- 
ness. That year marked the closing of an epoch 
predominated by the promoter, the enthusiast 
and the inexperienced park builder. It was, at 
the same time, the beginning of the present 
epoch in which conservative managers 
accumulated experience took the helm and have 
been gradually reducing the summer amusement 
parks to a business basis as firm as that of a 
bank, or a railroad, and with a patronage which 
has settled down to a regular and normal foun- 
dation. The people demand wholesome amuse- 
ment during the summer months and the man 
ager who best knows his local conditions and 
meets them has a future which is assured.

Something more must be done every year than re
